Philadelphia,  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 
Tuesday,  May  1‘Gth,  1837,  6 o’clock,  P.  M. 
This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epicopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Pennsylvania,  the  Right  Rev.  Henry  U.  Onderdonk,  D.  D. 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  several  Clergymen  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, attended  in  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Philadelphia.

On  motion,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  McCoskry  of  Michigan,  now 
present  in  the  city,  was  invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  this 
Convention,  and  wms  thereupon  introduced,  and  took  his  seat 
in  the  chancel. 

On  motion,  the  convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
secretary,  when  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ducachet  was  unanimously 
chosen. 

The  standing  rules  of  order  were  then  read  by  the  Secretary 
from  the  revised  regulations. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a 
form  of  prayer  prescribed  by  the  bishop. 

2.  When  the  president  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  ad- 
dress the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and 
without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to 
the  president,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

6.  A question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  de- 
bate, during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  house. 
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7.  While  the  president  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across 
the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  ques 
tion  is  put,  shall,  on  a division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  par* 
ticularly  interested  in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unless 
it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be  de- 
termined on  before  any  thing  new  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  for  adjournment. 

11.  The  question  on  a motion  for  adjournment  shall  be 
taken  before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  house  is  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  president  leave  the  chair. 

To  which  was  added,  on  motion,  the  following: 

13.  The  house  shall  hold  two  sessions  every  day:  viz.  from 
9 o’clock,  A.  M.  to  2 o’clock,  P.  M.,  and  from  5 o’clock,  P.  M. 
to  7 o'clock,  P.  M.;  provided  that  the  house  will  not  meet  on 
Wednesday  morning  until  10  o’clock,  nor  adjourn  until  half 
past  2 o’clock. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  such  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Convention,  and  such  clergymen,  not  belonging  to  this  Dio- 
cese, and  such  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England  or  of  her 
Colonies,  and  such  students  in  divinity  in  the  Episcopal  Church 
as  may  be  now  in  the  city,  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this 
Convention. 

A list  of  the  Clergy  absent  at  the  last  Convention,  was 
called  over,  according  to  Canon  XIV,  Section  5,  when  the 
Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey  answered  to  his  name,  and  offered  a satis- 
factory excuse. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned. 


Philadelphia,  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 
Wednesday  May  17th,  1837,  10  o’clock,  A.  M, 
The  Convention  met  and  attended  divine  service. 

Morning  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Rees,  the 
ante-communion  by  Bishop  McCoskry,  and  the  sermon  preach- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman;  after  which  the  communion 
was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  McCoskry,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bowman  and  Rees. 
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The  service  being  ended,  the  Convention  was  called  to 
order  for  business.  The  roll  was  called. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  was  read  and  ap- 
proved.

Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey  moved  the  following  resolution. 

Whereas,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  Pro 
testant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  in  the  United 
States,  has  been  deprived  by  death  of  the  services  and  care 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D.  their  late  beloved  Di- 
ocesan. 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  a committee  of  six  be  appointed 
to  draft  and  report  a preamble  and  resolutions  expressive  of 
the  views  and  feelings  of  this  Convention  in  relation  to  the 
late  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Which  was  unanimously  carried;  the  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold,  Mr.  Meredith,  Mr. 
James  S.  Smith,  and  Col.  Robinson  being  appointed  said  com- 
mittee. 

On  motion  Resolved,  That  a committee  be  appointed  on 
the  charters  of  churches  applying  for  admission  into  this  Con- 
vention. Whereupon  the  following  persons  were  appointed: 
Rev.  Mr.  Morgan,  Rev.  Mr.  Buchanan,  Rev.  Mr.  Crump- 
ton, Messrs.  Meredith,  Joseph  S.  Smith,  and  P.  H.  Nicklin. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  John  Reynolds, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  rendered 
to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  C.  Meade  for  the  faithfulness  and  dili- 
gence with  which  he  has  performed  the  duties  of  its  Secretary 
for  several  years  previous  to  his  removal  from  this  Diocese; 
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and  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  forward  a copy  of 
this  resolution  to  him. 

On  motion  Resolved,  That  a committee  be  appointed  on 
unfinished  business;  when  Rev.  Messrs.  Rodney,  Reynolds, 
and  Rogers  were  appointed. 

On  motion  Resolved,  That  a committee  on  mileage  be  ap- 
pointed to  apportion  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  clergy 
in  travelling  to  this  Convention;  whereupon  Messrs.  Tobias 
Wagner.  Wm.  Meredith,  and  F.  G.  Smith  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk  delivered  his  annual 
address. 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren — The  Clerical  and  the  Lay  Members  of  this 

Convention'. 

We  assemble  this  year  without  the  presence  of  that  venera- 
ble man  of  God,  who  for  more  than  half  a century  presided 
over  the  deliberations  of  this  council  of  the  Church.  Often 
ns  he  had  reminded  us  that  his  lengthened  term  of  existence 
forbade  him  to  expect  to  remain  with  us  much  longer,  and 
reasonable  as  we  had  regarded  this  warning,  the  kind  for- 
bearance of  Providence  from  year  to  year,,  had  rendered  us 
almost  forgetful  of  the  certainty  that  the  day  of  separation 
must  at  length  come.  In  the  wise  ordering  of  that  Provi- 
dence, the  long  deferred  period  has  arrived;  and  the  patriarch 
of  our  affections  has  been  removed  to  the  better  world,  has 
departed  to  be  with  Christ.  So  we  trust.  And  it  becomes 
us  all  to  treasure  the  remembrance  of  his  virtues,  ofhis  beau- 
tiful example,  more  uniformly  pure  and  holy  than  that  proba- 
bly of  any  other  individual  known  to  any  in  this  assemblage, 
and  of  his  mild  and  conciliating  deportment  as  eminent  among 
Christians  generally,  and  among  the  fathers  of  the  Church. 
Wide  was  the  influence  of  his  name  in  public  affairs;  but  it 
could  not  be  more  deep  or  more  pervading  than  the  admira- 
tion of  his  personal  excellence;  and  both  his  public  and  person- 
al character  will  long  live  in  the  fond  recollection  of  all  who 
knew  him,  and  survive  yet  longer  in  the  tributes  yet  to  be 
rendered  by  those  who  come  after  us. 

Neither  our  time  nor  the  occasion  allow  me  to  enter  more 
at  large  on  the  elevated  character,  whether  in  private  or 
public  life,  of  our  late  beloved  diocesan.  It  is  recorded  both  in 
our  hearts,  and  in  the  history  of  that  branch  of  the  Church,  in 
the  organization  and  construction  of  which  he  took  ever  a 
* conspicuous  part.  But  it  is  proper  that  I announce  to  this 
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body,  in  due  form,  the  lamented  occurrence  to  which  I have 
briefly  alluded. — The  decease  of  Bishop  White  occurred  on 
Sunday,  July  17th,  a little  before  noon,  almost  ere  the  sound 
of  the  prayers  had  died  away,  which  arose  from  all  the  con- 
gregations of  our  communion  near  enough  to  know  his  decay- 
ing condition.  Preceding  this  event  was  an  indisposition  of 
about  a fortnight;  during  which,  though  his  faculties  gradually 
became  dim,  he  gave  renewed  evidence  of  the  triumph  of  the 
Christian  principles  and  the  gracious  influences,  which  had  so 
early  conformed  his  heart  to  the  image  of  his  Saviour,  and 
which  had  so  long  sustained  him  and  been  his  happiness.  May 
our  portion  in  Christ  be  with  his  ! 

In  proceeding  with  the  duty  assigned  me  by  the  7th  Canon 
of  1835,  it  will  be  most  in  unison  with  the  feelings  in  which 
we  have  already  indulged,  to  give  the  next  place  to  the 
further  inroads  of  death  among  the  clergy  of  our  diocese, 
during  the  past  year.  The  record  is  fraught  with  peculiar 
pain,  and  includes  the  names  of  four  of  our  Reverend  breth- 
ren. On  Sunday,  August  14th,  the  Rev.  John  Waller  James, 
who  had  succeeded  Bishop  White  as  the  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  departed  this  life  at  Huntingdon,  in  the  interior  of 
the  State.  He  was  endeared  to  us  all,  to  his  flock,  to  the  dio- 
cese, by  his  amiableness  and  excellence,  by  his  piety,  by  his 
talents,  by  his  fidelity,  and  by  his  usefulness,  already  great, 
though  he  was  but  in  early  life,  and  promising  to  be  much 
greater  should  his  life  be  spared.  It  has  pleased  the  All-wise 
God  to  disappoint  this  hope,  and  remove  his  young  and  faith- 
ful servant  from  his  earthly  sphere  of  duty.  In  also  the 
month  of  August,  I was  informed  of  the  decease  of  the  Rev. 
Francis  Reno,  an  aged  clergyman,  who  long  ago  entered  the 
western  portion  of  our  diocesan  field,  and  laboured  there  till 
advancing  years  rendered  him  decrepit.  On  the  14th  of  Sep- 
tember, the  Rev.  Cyrus  H.  Jacobs,  well  known  to  us  as  a 
pious  Christian,  and  a zealous  and  devoted  minister,  died  at 
Carlisle.  He  had  served,  acceptably  and  usefully,  several  of 
our  parishes,  and  was  connecting  himself  with  one  in  Yirginia, 
to  which  diocese,  however,  he  had  not  yet  been  transferred, 
when  a short  and  severe  illness  terminated  his  earthly  exis- 
tence. On  Easter  Monday,  March  27th,  the  Rev.  John  S. 
Breneman  died  at  Lancaster.  He  had  completed  his  course 
at  the  General  Seminary  last  June,  and  was  afterwards  or- 
dained a deacon;  but  disease  very  soon  indicated  that  he  was 
not  to  be  long  spared  to  us,  his  strength  was  immediately  pros- 
trated, and  he  was  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  sacred 
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calling.  By  this  dispensation  the  Church  has  been  deprived 
of  one  of  her  most  talented  and  promising  sons. 

With  such  warnings  before  us,  may  it  be  the  prayer  and 
the  endeavour  of  us  all,  my  Reverend  brethren,  that  we  may 
always  be  ready  to  give  an  account  of  our  stewardship  ! 

Owing  to  the  sickness  of  Bishop  White,  it  devolved  upon 
me  to  preside  at  the  consecration  to  the  episcopate  of  Michi- 
gan, of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Allen  McCoskry,  D.  D.,  Rector  of 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  in  this  city.  Our  eminent  and  beloved 
brother  had  been  elected  under  the  1st  Canon  (sect.  2.)  of 
1835;  and  Bishop  White  had  appointed  the  5th  of  July  for  his 
consecration;  and  we  fondly  hoped  that  another  would  be  added 
to  the  long  list  of  fathers  in  the  Church  set  apart  by  his  venera- 
ble hands;  but  that  hope  was  frustrated  by  his  mortal  indisposi- 
tion. The  solemnity  was  deferred,  to  improve  a favourable 
opportunity,  should  any  appear.  As  however  Bishop  White’s 
debility  increased,  there  was  no  cause  for  further  delay;  and 
on  Thursday  July  7th,  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  in  this  city,  the 
testimonials  having  been  communicated  to  us  bv  our  venerable 
senior,  Bishop  Doane  and  Bishop  Kemper  united  with  me  in 
conferring  the  episcopal  oflice  on  Dr.  McCoskry. 

During  the  past  Convention  year,  I ha vepreciched  on  every 
Sunday  and  principal  Holyday,  including  five  Sundays  spent  in 
Delaware,  and  one  at  Flushing,  New  York — with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  Sundays,  on  one  of  which  I resigned  the  pulpit  for 
which  1 was  engaged,  to  two  of  my  Rev.  brethren  from 
other  dioceses,  and  on  the  other  I could  not  fulfil  an  appoint- 
ment a few  miles  from  town,  the  snow  having  stopped  the  rail- 
road cars.  1 except  also  one  other  Sunday,  devoted  to  the 
melancholy  duty  of  attending  the  funeral  of  my  mother.  In 
the  Churches  and  places  of  worship  in  Philadelphia  I have 
preached  52  times. 

In  June  last,  I preached  at  Marcus  Hook;  at  Chester;  at 
Honeybrook.  In  July,  at  Yardley ville;  at  Newtown;  at  Lower 
Dublin;  at  Holmesburgh,  twice.  In  August,  at  Bristol,  twice; 
at  Hulmeville;  at  Francisville.  In  September,  at  Hamilton- 
ville;  at  Lancaster;  at  Columbia.  In  October  and  November, 
on  my  South-western  journey,  I preached  at  Greensburgh, 
twice;  at  Connelsville,  twice;  at  Manalen;  at  Brownsville, 
three  times;  at  Pike  Run;  at  Hillsborough;  at  Washington;  at 
Georgetown;  at  St.  Paul’s,  Beaver  county;  at  Beaver;  at 
Pittsburgh,  twice;  at  Alleghany;  at  Lacey  ville;  at  Lawrence- 
ville;  at  York;  at  Petersburgh;  at  Kidderminster;  at  Carlisle, 
twice;  and  at  Harrisburgh.  In  November,  at  West  Whiteland. 
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In  December,  at  Reading,  twice;  at  Sunbury,  three  times;  at 
Danville, twice;  at  Pottsville;  at  Minersville;  and  at  Schuylkill- 
haven.'  In  January,  1837, 1 preached  at  Germantown,  twice; 
at  Rockdale;  at  Manayunk,  twice.  In  February,  at  Radnor 
Church.  In  April,  at  West  Vincent,  and  at  Honeybrook.  In 
the  present  month,  at  Bristol,  twice. 

Among  oar  Swedes  brethren  I have  preached  twice;  viz: 
once  at  Kingsessing,  and  once  at  Gloria  Dei  Church,  near  the 
Navy  Yard.  At  the  latter  place,  I confirmed  13  persons. 

I have  administered  baptism  to  four  children,  besides 
others  included  in  the  parochial  registers;  and  the  Lord's 
Supper  22  times,  in  this  diocese,  including  all  public  occasions, 
besides  once  in  private  to  our  late  lamented  diocesan.  I have 
frequently  performed  the  funeral  service,  but  always  as  act- 
ing for  one  or  other  of  my  brethren  the  parish  clergy,  or  in 
vacant  parishes.  I have  solemnized  ten  marriages. 

The  ordinance  of  Confirmation  I have  administered  thirty- 
seven  times,  including  that  at  the  Swedes  Church.  At  Chester, 

I confirmed  1 person;  at  Honeybrook,  10  persons;  at  Lower 
Dublin,  1 0;  at  Columbia,  5;  atGreensburgh,  6;  at  Connelsville, 
3;  at  Brownsville,  8;  at  Georgetown,  10;  at  St.  Paul’s,  Beaver 
County  16;  at  Pittsburgh,  39;  at  Laceyville,  9;  at  Fork,  6;  at 
Carlisle,  8;  at  Harrisburgh,  3;  at  Reading,  7;  at  Sunbury,  2; 
at  Danville,  2;  at  Pottsville,  10;  at  Germantown,  3;  at  Mana- 
yunk, 15;  at  Radnor  Church,  11;  at  West  Vincent,  9;  at  Bris- 
tol, 9.  In  the  parishes  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull,  confirmation  has 
been  deferred  for  a cause  already  mentioned. 

In  Philadelphia,  I confirmed  at  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  12 
persons:  at  St.  Andrew’s,  34,  and  on  a subsequent  occasion, 
45,  total  79;  at  Trinity,  18;  at  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  42; 
at  St.  Peter’s,  26;  at  St.  Thomas’,  28;  at  Grace  Church,  50; 
at  Christ  Church,  5;  at  St.  John’s,  13;  at  the  Church  of  the 
Epiphany,  55;  at  St.  James’,  7;  at  Moyamensing,  9;  and  at 
Gloria  Dei  Church,  13. 

On  the  12th  of  June,  I consecrated  St.  Martin’s  Church. 
Marcus  Hook,  the  building,  never  before  set  apart,  having 
been  much  enlarged  and  beautified.  On  the  19th  of  June  I 
consecrated  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Honeybrook : it  is  a substan- 
tial edifice,  of  stone,  and  very  neatly  finished;  its  dimensions 
are  sufficient  for  a large  congregation;  and  the  whole  work  re- 
flects the  highest  credit  on  those  who  undertook  and  completed 
it.  On  the  27th  of  September  I consecrated  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  in  this  city;  it  is  a handsome  building,  of  good  size, 
and  rapidly  filling  up  with  a congregation  brought  together 
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by  the  faithful  exertions  of  its  Rector.  On  the  24th  of  Oc* 
tober,  I consecrated  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Pike  Run,  and  on 
the  28th,  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Ohio  Township,  Beaver  county: 
these  are  old  places  of  worship,  and  of  very  plain  appearance; 
but,  after  remaining  long  unfinished,  they  had  lately  been 
completed,  and  the  period  was  very  properly  deemed 
a fit  one  to  request  their  being  duly  set  apart  for  their  hal- 
lowed purpose.  On  the  4th  of  November,  I consecrated 
Christ  Church  Chapel,  Petersburgh,  Adams  county:  it  belongs 
to  the  vestry  of  Christ  Church,  which  is  some  miles  from  the 
town,  and  it  was  erected  here  for  greater  convenience;  it  is  a 
neat  edifice  of  brick,  and  creditable  to  the  pastor  and  the 
congregation  who  have  carried  through  the  good  work.  On 
the  7th  of  December,  I consecrated  St.  Matthew’s  Church, 
Sunbury;  a small,  but  very  neat  structure  of  brick,  well  ar- 
ranged for  our  services,  and  tastefully  decorated. 

On  the  27th  of  November,  I officiated  at  the  re-opening  of 
Christ  Church,  in  this  city.  Its  interior  has  undergone  a com- 
plete renovation,  which  has  greatly  improved  its  appearance 
and  increased  the  convenience  otits  arrangements. 

There  are  five  Churches  erecting  in  this  diocese  not  before 
reported.  At  Rockdale,  I laid  the  corner-stone  of  Calvary 
Church  on  the  17th  of  August;  and  in  January,  I officiated  in 
the  Lecture-room.  Church  edifices  are  in  progress  at  Blooms- 
burgh,  in  place  of  the  old  building;  at  Belle  Fonte;  at  Free- 
port; and  at  Glade  Ru£. 

The  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  Southwark, 
Philadelphia,  have  rented  a place  of  worship  belonging  to 
another  denomination;  and  our  services  are  now  regularly 
held  there. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I have  ordained  five  Deacons 
and  five  Priests  in  this  Diocese. 

On  Tuesday,  July  14th,  in  St.  James’  Church,  Philadel- 
phia, I admitted  the  Rev.  John  J.  Kerr,  deacon,  to  the  holy 
order  of  Priests. 

On  Sunday,  July  18th,  in  St.  James’  Church,  Philadelphia, 
I admitted  Mr.  John  W.  Hoffman,  Mr.  Walter  E.  Franklin, 
Mr.  John  F.  Hoff,  and  Mr.  John  S.  Breneman,  alumni  of  the 
General  Seminary,  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons. 

On  Sunday,  September  11th,  in  St,  James’  (Swedes) 
Church,  Kingsessing,  I admitted  the  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Diehl, 
deacon,  to  the  holy  order  of  Priests. 

On  Sunday,  September  25th,  in  St.  James’  Church,  Lan- 
caster, I admitted  the  Rev.  Alexander  Varian,  deacon,  to  the 
holy  order  of  Priests. 
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On  Sunday,  October  16tb,  in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Philadel- 
phia, I admitted  Mr.  Alfred  A;  Miller,  an  alumnus  of  the 
General  Seminary,  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons. 

On  Thursday, October  27th, in  Georgetown  Church,  George- 
town, I admitted  the  Rev.  William  Adderly,  deacon,  to  the 
holy  order  of  Priests. 

On  Sunday,  November  2?th,  in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia, 
1 admitted  the  Rev.  Caleb  S.  Henry,  deacon,  to  the  holy 
order  of  Priests. 

On  Sunday,  June  12th,  I instituted  the  Rev.  Richard  I). 
Hall  to  the  rectorship  of  St.  Martin’s  Church,  Marcus  Hook; 
on  Sunday,  November  13th,  the  Rev.  John  Coleman  to  the 
Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Southwark,  Philadelphia;  and 
on  Ascension  day,  May  4th,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Dorr  to  the 
rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia. 

The  letter  of  dismission  reported  last  year  as  given  to  the 
Rev.  Thomas  West,  was  accepted  in  June  by  Bishop  Otey. 
I have  given  letters  of  dismission  to  the  R.ev.  Samuel  Marks, 
and  the  Rev.  H.  F.  M.  Whitesides,  to  the  diocese  of  Michigan; 
to  the  Rev.  J.  W.  French,  to  the  Eastern  Diocese;  to  the  Rev. 
Wm.  C.  Mead,  D.  D.,  to  the  diocese  of  Connecticut;  to  the 
Rev.  A.  P.  Prevost,  to  the  diocese  of  New  York;  to  the  Rev. 
A.  S.  Colton,  to  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey;  to  the  Rev.  Chaun- 
cey  Colton,  D.  D.,  to  the  diocese  of  Ohio;  to  the  Rev.  R, 
Piggott,  to  the  diocese  of  Maryland;  all  which  have  been  ac- 
cepted. I have  also  transferred  the  Rev.  Willie  Peck  to  the 
diocese  of  Delaware. 

I have  received  and  accepted  letters  of  dismission  to  this 
diocese  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Diehl,  from  Bishop  Moore; 
of  the  Rev.  Christian  Wiltberger,  and  the  Rev.  John  Cole- 
man, from  Bishop  Stone;  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Perkins,  from 
Bishop  Hopkins;  cf  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Dorr,  and  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Breintnall,  from  Bishop  B.  T.  Onderdonk. 

In  conformity  with  the  38th  Canon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, I have  displaced  from  the  ministry  Silas  C.  Free- 
man; he  having  declared  to  me  his  renunciation  thereof,  and 
his  design  not  to  officiate  in  future  in  any  of  its  offices.  This 
duty,  a painful  one,  though  not  proceeding  from  causes  affect- 
ing his  moral  character,  1 performed  yesterday,  in  the  presence 
of  three  presbyters  of  this  diocese. 

The  leave  of  absence  given  the  Rev.  Mr.  Morton,  was  ex- 
tended to  fifteen  months.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Suddards  has  four 
months  leave  of  absence  from  the  diocese.  The  Rev-  Mr. 
Wiltbank  has  leave  of  absence  for  one  year.  The  Rev,  R, 
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Davis  received  from  me  leave  of  absence  from  July  3d  to  the 
opening  of  this  Convention. 

The  names  of  Henry  13.  Page,  John  R.  Jones,  and  David 
W.  Hidings,  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  list  of  Candi- 
datev for  holy  orders.  Thomas  E.  Paine  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  diocese  of  Kentucky;  and  Kingston  Goddard, 
just  before  his  ordination,  was  transferred  by  Bishop  White, 
to  the  diocese  of  New  York.  On  the  29th  of  September  I ad- 
mitted as  candidates  Richard  Newton  and  Frederick  W. 
Boyd;  on  the  5th  of  November,  John  Mali  and  Samuel  W. 
Hallowed,  late  a preacher  among  the  Methodists;  on  the  14th 
ofFebruary,  Tobias  FI.  Michell;  on  the  9th  of  May,  Thomas 
B.  Flower,  (late  a Methodist  preacher,)  Alexander  Forbes 
Dobb,  William  White  Bronson,  and  Gregory  Thurston  Bedell. 

The  whole  number  of  Candidates  in  this  diocese  is  at  present 
twenty-three.  Some  of  them  have,  without  permission,  ex- 
ceeded the  term  assigned  by  the  Canon  for  applying  to  have 
their  first  and  second  examinations  held;  and  the  candidates 
are  hereby  notified  that  the  Canon  will  be  enforced  in  their 
cases,  unless  they  assign  forthwith  sufficient  cause  for  the 
delay. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Hilton  has  removed  from  his  mission  in  Alle- 
ghany county,  to  St.  Paul’s  Church,  West  Whiteland,  and  St. 
Peter’s,  Great  Valley.  The  Rev.  Samuel  T.  Lord  has  re- 
moved from  his  mission  in  Bradford  county,  and  is  the  mission- 
ary at  Waterford  and  Rockville.  The  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Diehl  is 
an  assistant  minister  in  the  Swedes  Churches,  and  officiates 
at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Whitemarsh.  The  Rev.  John  W. 
Hoffman,  after  officiating  for  six  months  at  Alleghany  and 
Lawrenceville,  is  now  assisting  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Miller  is  assistant  to  the 
Rector  of  St  Peter’s  Church,  Philadelphia.  The  Rev.  Wm. 
Hommann  has  removed  from  his  mission  in  Lycoming  county, 
and  is  the  missionary  at  Pottstown  and  Morlattin.  The  Rev. 
James  May  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Stephen’s 
Church,  Wilkesbarre,  and  is  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Philadelphia.  The  Rev.  John  R.  Goodman  has  resigned  the 
Rectorship  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Carlisle.  The  Rev.  Caleb 
J.  Good  has  accepted  a professorship  in  Washington  College, 
Conn.  The  Rev.  Richard  D.  Hall  has  resigned  the  rectorship 
of  St  Paul’s  Church,  Chester,  and  St.  Martin’s,  Marcus  Hook. 
The  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Perkins  is  the  Rector  ofSt.  James’ Church, 
Bristol.  The  Rev.  J.V.  E.  Thorn  has  been  for  a year  and  a half 
or  more  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Adams  County:  an  ar- 
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rangement,  the  notice  of  which  was  accidentally  omitted  in 
the  episcopal  addresses  of  last  year.  The  Rev.  John  Cole- 
man is  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Philadelphia.  The 
Rev.  Benjamin  Dorr  is.the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Philadel- 
phia. The  Rev.  Robert  Piggott  has  resigned  his  mission  at 
Hamiltonville.  The  Rev.  Marmaduke  Hurst  no  longer  has 
charge  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Concord,  but  remains  the  mis- 
sionary at  Rockdale.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Breintnall  is  elected 
Rector  of  St.  Mary’s,  Hamiltonville. 

The  other  clerical  arrangements  and  changes  will  be 
noticed  in  the  list  of  the  missionaries.  It  behooves  me,  how- 
ever, in  this  place,  to  advert  again  to  a topic  on  which  I 
dwelt  last  year — the  insufficient  contributions  of  our  congre- 
gations to  the  maintenance  of  their  pastors.  I will  not  say 
that  my  remarks  then  delivered  have  had  no  effect;  but  so 
far  as  has  come  to  my  knowledge,  I cannot  say  they  have  pro- 
duced much;  and  that  too,  when  they  were  much  commend- 
ed, as  being  both  just  and  reasonable.  My  brethren  of  the 
laity,  is  it  not  to  be  lamented,  that  neither  censure  nor  per- 
suasion move  you  to  the  proper  discharge  of  this  Christian 
duty?  I speak  not  to  those  present  personally,  but  as  repre- 
senting our  laity  at  large;  and  I beseech  you  to  plead  with 
them,  and  admonish  them  that  the  “labourer”  in  God’s  har- 
vest and  in  God’s  building  “ is  worthy”  of  at  least  as  much 
“hire”  as  the  labourers  in  their  own  harvests  and  their  own 
buildings. 

On  the  evening  of  the  Epiphany,  I attended  the  anniver- 
sary, celebrated  in  Grace  Church,  in  this  city,  of  our  So- 
ciety for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania;  a 
society  which  from  the  time  of  its  organization  has  had  the 
recorded  approbation  and  confidence  of  the  Convention.  It 
is  the  organization  of  our  diocesan  missionary  action;  and  in 
that  sphere  is  discharging  a duty,  the  full  earthly  benefit  of 
which  must  be  computed  by  future  generations,  and  its  ever- 
lasting results  estimated  in  the  world  to  come.  So  useful  an 
institution  deserves  a much  larger  patronage  than  it  receives; 
and  I commend  it  again  most  earnestly  to  the  pious  liberality 
of  the  episcopalians  of  Pennsylvania.  At  present,  on  account 
of  the  demand  of  the  Western  States  for  clergy,  the  number 
of  our  missionaries  is  smaller  than  usual,  being  only  eighteen; 
but  I hope  we  shall  soon  fill  up  again  this  very  useful  class  of 
the  ministering  brethren. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Bennet  Glover  has 
ceased  to  be  a missionary,  but  remains  the  Rector  of  St.

Paul’s  Church,  Erie:  and  Christ  Church,  Brownsville,  is  no 
longer  a missionary  station.  The  Rev.  R.  A.  Henderson  was 
for  six  months  missionary  at  Pottsville.  The  Rev.  Messrs. 
Hilton,  Marks,  Peck,  Piggott,  and  Whitesides,  have  ceased 
to  be  missionaries  of  the  Society.  Those  now  in  its  service, 
and  their  stations  are  as  follows: 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Addcrly,  at  Georgetown,  and  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  Beaver  county. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Brientnall,  at  Hamiltonville,  Philadel- 
phia county. 

The  Rev.  William  Bryant,  at  Moyamensing,  Philadelphia 
county.

Under  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Society,  there  are 
five  beneficiaries,  three  of  whom  are  at  the  General  Seminary, 
and  two  in  Washington  College  in  Connecticut.  The  candi- 
date for  orders  who  enjoys  the  Bishop  White  Scholarship  be- 
longs to  the  General  Seminary. 

The  Female  Episcopal  Tract  Society  is  an  auxiliary  of  our 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  is  prosecuting  with  much  zeal  and  efficiency  its  very  use- 
ful objects. 

The  Library  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity is  kept  in  the  St.  James’  Church,  and  is  accessible  to 
students  in  divinity,  and  to  the  members. 

I again  commend  to  the  patronage  of  the  diocese  the  Bishop 
White  Prayer  Book  Society,  which  is  still  engaged  in  circu- 
lating thousands  of  copies  of  our  inestimable  manual  of  devo- 
tion, and  best  of  tracts,  not  only  in  Pennsylvania,  but  in  most 
of  the  States  and  Territories,  besides  sending  it  abroad.  I 
commend  also  to  patronage  the  Prayer  Book  Society  formed 
and  conducted  by  ladies  of  our  Church,  which  devotes  its 
chief  efforts  to  this  diocese:  with  great  perseverance  and  zeal 
they  have  had  prepared  a set  of  stereotype  plates  of  the 
liturgy  in  large  types,  and  sold  at  a very  moderate  price.  The 
Diocesan  Sunday  School  Society  is  still  occupied  in  its  valua- 
ble labours,  and  deserves  the  confidence  and  support  of  the 
Episcopalians  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Abbeyville  Institute, 
near  Lancaster,  which  I visited  last  September,  is  a seminary 
of  learning  of  great  promise,  and  worthy  of  the  countenance 
of  the  public  at  large,  and  of  our  own  denomination  espe- 
cially. 

A valuable  means  of  providing  for  the  families  of  the  clergy, 
after  their  decease,  is  found  in  the  Corporation  for  the  relief 
of  their  Widows  and  Children;  an  institution  which  deserves 
more  general  notice  than  it  has  for  some  years  received.  By 
the  generous  donations  of  two  ladies,  a fund  has  been  com- 
menced, under  the  care  of  this  Corporation,  for  the  relief  of 
Clergymen  who  are  rendered  unable,  by  old  age  or  severe  and 
incurable  disease,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  holy  calling. 

The  General  Institutions  of  our  Church,  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  Sunday 
School  Union,  are  all  prosecuting  their  departments  of  the  work: 
of  the  Redeemer  with  efficiency  and  good  success. 
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I am  requested  by  tho  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  to  lay  before  this  body,  certain 
proposed  alterations  in  the  General  Constitution  of  our  Church, 
and  a certain  proposed  amendment  to  the  Table  of  moveable 
Feasts. 

In  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  “the  subject  of  determining 
the  rule  to  be  observed  in  ascertaining  the  canonical  existence 
of  the  Churches  in  this  diocese,”  I submit  their  Report. 

With  great  pleasure  I record  my  thankful  acknowledgment 
of  the  contributions  added  to  my  salary,  by  the  Churches  in 
Philadelphia,  to  enable  me  to  continue  my  residence  in  this 
city,  which  I found  was  too  expensive  to  be  met  by  all  my 
resources.  And  to  our  friends  throughout  the  diocese,  I again 
offer  my  grateful  feelings  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  hospi- 
tality with  which  I am  every  where  received  and  entertained. 
Brethren — 

In  the  position  I have  occupied  since  the  decease  of  Bishop 
White,  as  the  diocesan  of  this  portion  of  the  flock  of  Christ,  I 
have  found  little  other  business  than  had  already  devolved  on 
me,  in  a gradual  manner,  through  his  annually  increasing 
infirmities.  But  in  having  the  entire  and  sole  responsibility 
of  the  station,  I feel  that  I need  more  than  ever  your  prayers, 
your  confidence,  and  your  friendly  co-operation.  Let  me 
assure  you,  that  you  have  my  sincere  and  affectionate  prayers, 
for  your  welfare  and  salvation  individually,  and  for  your  guid- 
ance and  direction  as  the  representative  council  of  this 
branch  of  the  Church.

Resolved,  That  until  the  next  stated  Convention,  the  actual 
expenses  the  Bishop,  upon  his  Episcopal  visitations,  be  paid 
out  of  the  Convention  fund:  provided  that  the  amount  so  paid 
do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

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The  Secretary  read  a communication  to  him  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Corporation  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and 
children  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  our  communion,  which,  on 
motion,  was  ordered  to  be  placed  upon  the  minutes. 

Philadelphia,  May  8,  1837. 

Reverend  and  Dear  Sir: 

I am  instructed  by  the  Corporation  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Widows  and  Children  of  Clergymen  in  the  Communion  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, to  give  notice  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the 
Diocese,  at  the  present  Convention,  of  the  several  methods  by 
which  the  Corporation  is  designed,  and  is  desirous,  to  extend 
relief  to  the  clergy  and  their  families;  and  also  of  its  powers 
recently  obtained  trom  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  to  receive 
donations,  and  execute  trusts  in  behalf  of  aged  and  infirrri 
Clergymen. 

I know  of  no  more  effectual  mode  of  giving  such  notice, 
than  by  requesting  this  letter  to  be  read  before  the  Convention* 
and  inserted  on  the  Journal,  that  the  following  information* 
may  thus  be  spread  before  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

First  ISlude  of  Relief  * 

If  individual  Clergymen,  (or  their  vestries,  in  their  behalf) 
subscribe  and  pay  to  the  Corporation,  annually,  the  sum  of 
eight,  sixteen,  or  twenty-four  dollars,  their  families,  aftef 
fifteen  years  subscription,  will  be  entitled  at  their  death,  to 
receive  five  times  the  amount  of  the  annual  subscription,  viz. 
forty,  eighty,  or  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  according  to 
the  amount  subscribed. 

Their  families  will  also  be  entitled  to  any  additional  sum, 
which  the  Corporation  may  be  able  annually  to  appropriate 
out  ofits  surplus  annual  income. 

There  is  at  present  but  one  annuitant  on  the  fund,  who  re- 
ceives by  an  annual  vote,  five  hundred  per  cent,  on  the 
regular  annuity,  or,  in  other  words,  the  deceased  Clergyman 
having  been  during  his  life,  a subscriber  at  sixteen  dollars  per 
annum,  his  family  since  his  death,  have  eceived  not  only  the 
eighty  dollars  annuity,  but,  by  an  annual  vote  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, the  additional  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  dollars, 
making  in  all,  four  hundred  dollars. 

The  whole  number  of  subscribers  at  the  present  time  is 
only  nine. 

* This  inode  of  relief  is  restricted  to  Clergymen  who  belonged  to  the 
Diocese  prior  to  May  1835,  when  the  charter  was  altered. 
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Second  Mode  of  Relief. 

The  Corporation  also  seeks  to  extend  relief  to  the  Clergy 
and  their  families,  in  other  modes: 

First.  It  grants  annuities  on  the  ordinary  principles  of  Life 
Insurance  Companies. 

Second.  It  also  grants  endowments  to  the  widows  and 
children  of  Clergymen. 

Third.  It  receives  from  Clergymen,  or  others  in  their  be- 
half, money  on  deposit  for  accumulation  at  compound  interest. 

Fourth.  It  allows  vestries  of  Churches  in  connexion  with 
the  Convention,  to  make  deposits  of  money  for  the  Clergy  of 
their  respective  Churches,  either  for  annuities,  endowments, 
or  accumulation. 

Third  Mode  of  Relief. 

The  Corporation  has  likewise  recently  been  empowered  by 
the  Legislature  to  receive  donations,  by  will  or  otherwise,  for 
the  benefit  of  Clergymen  of  the  Church,  and  to  execute  trusts 
in  their  behalf. 

By  a liberal  donation  of  two  thousand  dollars  from  the 
Misses  Yeates,  of  Lancaster,  a fund  for  the  relief  of  aged 
and  infirm  Clergymen,  has  already  been  commenced,  and  en- 
trusted to  the  care  of  the  Corporation. 

The  property  of  the  Corporation,  amounts  to  about  Fifty- 
seven  thousand  dollars,  invested  in  Bonds  and  Mortgages,  and 
in  City  and  State  Loans. 

Applications  for  information  respecting  the  Corporation,  and 
for  copies  of  the  charter,  or  to  become  subscribers,  may  be 
made  to  the  officers  of  the  Corporation,  viz:

The  above  information  is  imparted  in  the  belief  that  the 
advantages  which  the  Corporation  holds  out  to  the  Clergy, 
and  the  modes  of  relief  by  which  they  or  the  Laity  in  their  be- 
half, may  secure  aid  to  their  widows  and  children,  upon  their 
decease,  are  such  as  ought  to  obtain  from  them  immediate 
attention  to  the  subject.

The  committee  on  charters,  made  the  following  report: 

1.  That  they  find  the  proposed  charter  of  Emmanuel 
Church,  Kensington,  to  be  in  conformity  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons,  and  so  presented  by  the  Standing  Committee.  It 
is  accordingly  reported  as  a Church  duly  qualified  for  admission 
into  the  Union. 

2.  That  in  the  charter  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
there  are  some  features,  adverted  to  in  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  novel  in  their  character,  and  seeming  to 
require  further  consideration.  The  committee  for  this  purpose, 
has  postponed  its  final  action  on  the  said  charter.

Whereupon  it  was  resolved,  that  Emmanual  Church,  Ken- 
sington, be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention. 

The  articles  of  Association  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Honey- 
brook,  were  presented,  and  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  charters. 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  committee  to 


whom  were  referred  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurers  of  the 
Convention  and  Episcopal  funds,  and  the  statement  of  arrear- 
ages; which  on  motion  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  accounts  of  the 

Treasurers  of  the  Episcopal  and  Convention  Funds,  with  a 

statement  of  arrears  due  to  the  latter,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  recommend  that  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurers 
of  the  Episcopal  and  Convention  F unds.  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  be  published  as  usual 
in  the  Journal. 

That  the  statement  of  arrears  be  laid  on  the  table,  and  that 
the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  compromise  or  remit  the 
arrears  and  finally  to  close  the  accounts  remaining  open  on  his 
books,  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

The  last  regulation  in  regard  to  collections  for  the  fund, 
appears  to  have  produced  a better  result  than  the  old  plan, 
and  the  committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  its  continuance. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee. Tobias  Wagner,  Chairman. 

On  motion  carried,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  have 
said  accounts  printed  in  the  Journal. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  convention  be  au- 
thorized to  compromise  or  remit,  as  the  case  may  require,  the 
arrearages  due  the  Convention  fund,  provided  they  cannot  be 
paid  in  full. 

It  was  moved  and  carried,  that  the  vacancies  created  in 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  General  Seminary,  by  the  removal 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mead,  and  the  decease  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
James,  be  now  filled.  Whereupon  the  Rev.  Levi  Bull  and 
Benjamin  Stiles  were  elected  Trustees. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stem  moved  that  the  next  annual  Conven- 
tion be  held  at  Harrisburg.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Up  fold  moved  to 
amend  said  motion,  by  inserting  Pittsburgh,  in  place  of  Harris- 
burg. Whereupon  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sheets  moved  the  postpone- 
ment of  the  proposition  and  the  amendment,  with  a view  to 
proposing  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  as  the  place  of 
meeting.  Dr.  De  Lancey  then  moved  that  the  whole  subject 
be  postponed,  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Thursday 
at  12  o’clock. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned.

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Cruse. 

The  roll  was  called.

Mr.  George  Breck,  a Lay  Deputy,  presented  the  certificate 
of  his  appointment  ar.d  took  his  seat. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  names  of  the  Clergy  were  then  called  agreeably  to  the 
resolution  of  the  Convention  of  1835,  to  inquire  whether  col- 
lections had  been  made  in  their  respective  Churches  for  the 
Convention  fund:  when  it  appeared  that  collections  were  made 
by  the  following:  Rev.  Messrs  Adderly,  F.  W.  Beaselv,  Bow- 
man, Boyd,  Buchanan,  Bull,  Crumpton,  DeLancey,  Drake.  Du- 
cachet,  Lyman  N.  Freeman,  Hilton,  John  J.  Kerr,  Lord, 
McKim,  May,  Killikelly,  Kirke,  Mintzer,  Morgan,  Morton, 
Rees,  Reynolds,  Rodney,  Rogers,  Sheets,  Isaac  Smith,  Stem, 
Suddards,  Thorn,  Tyng,  Upfold,  Coleman,  Breintnall,  Hirst, 
Clark. 

The  following  Clergymen  did  not  make  the  enjoined  collec- 
tion: Rev.  Messrs.  Bryant,  Douglass,  Frederick  Freeman, 
Hommann,  Hoff. 

And  the  following  did  not  answer  to  their  names:  Rev. 
Messrs.  Glover,  Henderson,  Lane,  Ridgely,  Clemson,  Cush- 
man, Dorr,  Franklin,  Lacey,  Perkins,  and  Wiltberger. 

The  committee  on  charters  made  the  following  additional 
Report: 

1.  That  they  have  examined  the  Articles  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Honeybrook  Township,  Chester 
county,  and  find  them  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons,  and  that  they  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Bishop  and  standing  committee  and  by  them  approved. 

2.  The  Articles  of  Association  of  the  church  of  the  Ascension, 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  they  do  not  find  in  strict  conformi- 
ty with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  but 
having  been  submitted  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Commit- 
tee, and  by  them  approved,  on  the  condition  “ that  such  ap- 
proval shall  not  be  a precedent  for  sanctioning  any  similar 
Association  for  the  future;”  in  which  your  committee  concur: 

The  committee  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  St.  Mark’s  Church,  and  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  are  admitted  as  members  of  this  Convention.

So  the  question  was  decided  in  the  affirmative;  and  the 
church  of  the  Ascension  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  was  re- 
ceived accordingly. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  then  taken  up  and  acted  upon.  Af- 
ter debate,  it  was  Resolved,  That  the  next  Convention  be  held 
in  St.  Andrew’s  church,  Philadelphia. 

The  committee  appointed  to  express  the  feelings  of  this 
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house  in  relation  to  the  death  of  Bishop  White,  presented  the 
following  report: 

The  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  draft  and  report 
a preamble  and  resolutions  expressive  of  the  views  and  feel- 
ings of  this  convention,  in  relation  to  our  late  beloved  Dio- 
cesan, submit  the  following  for  the  consideration  of  the  con- 
vention : 

Whereas,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Common- 
wealth, and  in  the  United  States,  has  been  deprived  by  death, 
of  the  counsels  and  care  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D., 
its  first  Bishop,  and  the  Senior  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  these  United  States;  which  lamented  event 
occurred  at  Philadelphia,  on  the  17th  of  July,  1836,  in  the 
89th  year  of  his  age. 

Therefore  Resolved  Unanimously,  That  this  Convention,  in 
bending  submissively  to  this  divine  visitation,  do  cherish  a 
grateful  recollection  of  the  many  Christian  virtues  of  their 
late  beloved  diocesan,  his  meek  wisdom,  his  gentle  spirit,  his 
patient  energy,  his  unblemished  life  and  conversation,  and  his 
unostentatious  piety,  manifested  so  consistently  in  his  private 
and  in  his  public  duties,  as  a man,  a patriot,  a Christian,  a 
pastor,  a Bishop,  diffusing  over  his  life  the  fragrance  of  holi- 
ness, and  verifying  the  reality  of  Christian  faith,  and  the  ener- 
gy of  that  divine  grace  which  early  formed  him  after  the  image 
of  his  divine  master,  tranquilized  bis  final  moments  with  the 
assurances  and  hopes  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Son  of  God,  and 
enabled  him  to  present,  throughout  an  Episcopate  of  nearly 
fifty  years,  a beautiful  example  of  prudence  and  moderation 
in  government,  and  of  faithful  diligence  in  instruction,  com- 
bined with  wisdom  and  learning  in  guarding  and  defending 
the  sacred  interests  of  the  Christian  fold,  and  with  gentleness 
and  skill  in  guiding  her  amidst  her  earliest  perils,  and  her 
latest  toils. 

Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  in  common  with  the  Church 
at  large,  has  reason  for  devout  gratitude  to  God  for  the  rare 
combination  of  Christian  graces  in  the  character  of  our  late 
Rt.  Rev.  Father,  which,  proportioned  in  number  and  strength, 
only  to  his  extraordinary  age,  commanded  universal  regard 
and  love  within  and  without  our  fold;  and  has  left  the  traces 
of  wisdom,  moderation  and  sober  piety,  when  the  various  in- 
stitutions, which  in  periods  of  peculiar  delicacy  and  difficulty, 
were  subjected  to  his  moulding  influences  in  conjunction  with 
those  distinguished  clergymen  and  laymen,  who  amidst  the 
storms  of  religious  and  political  prejudice,  so  organized  and 
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guided  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  country,  that 
under  the  divine  blessing  she  is  now  an  object  of  fervid  at- 
tachment to  her  own  children,  and  commands  the  respect  and 
admiration  of  others. 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  with  feelings  of  deep  sen- 
sibility, record  this  expression  of  their  regard  for  their  late 
Diocesan  in  the  various  relations  in  which  he  stood  to  them, 
as  a President,  dignified,  gentle,  and  courteous,  as  a Counsel- 
lor, wise,  cautious,  and  consistent,  as  a Preacher,  sincere, 
honest  and  instructive,  and  as  a Bishop,  learned,  prudent,  and 
faithful,  always  “so  merciful  as  not  to  be  too  remiss,  and  so 
ministering  discipline  as  not  to  forget  mercy,”  reflecting  honor 
on  our  communion  by  his  theological  labors,  his  official  pro- 
ductions, his  elevated  Christian  character,  and  his  pure  and 
spotless  life. 

Resolved,  That  this  expression  of  affectionate  attachment 
to  the  memory,  and  veneration  for  the  character  of  our  late 
Diocesan,  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and 
that  an  attested  copy  of  the  same,  be  transmitted  to  his  family 
in  testimony  of  the  sincere  condolence  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  with  them,  under  their  and  our  bereavement.

Whereupon  the  said  preamble  and  resolutions  were  unani- 
mously adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary, 

Resolved,  That  the  clergy  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  now 
members  of  this  house,  and  the  lay  delegates  representing  the 
churches  of  the  same,  be  a committee  to  provide  accommoda- 
tions for  all  the  members  of  the  next  convention,  if  possible; 
and  that  they  be  called  upon,  on  the  2d  day  of  the  session, 
to  report  whether  they  have  discharged  that  duty. 

On  motion,  the  Articles  of  Association  of  Grace  Church, 
Hulmeville,  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  charters. 

Resolved,  That  the  convention  go  into  an  election  of  officers 
this  afternoon  at  6 o’clock. 

Convention  adjourned. 

Thursday,  May  ISth,  1837,  5 o’clock,  P.  M. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  roll  was  called,  fhe  Bishop  having  taken  the  chair. 
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The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  committee  on  charters  presented  a report  in  favour  of 
Grace  Church,  Hulmeville,  and  it  was  admitted  accordingly. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ridgley  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  adopting  some  plan  by  which  the  Sunday 
School,  Tract,  Missionary , and  other  benevolent  operations 
of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  placed  under  the  control  of  this  con- 
vention; and  made  to  sustain  a relation  thereto  similar  to  that 
which  the  Board  of  Missions  sustains  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion. And  in  case  it  should  be  found  expedient,  in  the  esti- 
mation of  the  committee,  that  they  be  instructed  to  report  a 
plan  to  that  effect. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Whereupon  the  following  gentlemen  were  appointed  said 
committee:  Rev.  Mr.  Ridgley,  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey,  J.  S. 
Smith,  Col.  Robinson,  and  G.  M.  Wharton. 

Mr.  Coxe  being  absent  on  business,  Mr.  G.  M.  Wharton 
was  substituted  in  his  place  on  the  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Corpo- 
ration for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased 
clergymen  of  our  communion.  The  committee  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  adopted. 

The  committee  to  whom  this  document  was  offered,  report 
a resolution  that  the  said  document  be  printed,  and  a copy  be 
sent  to  the  vestry  of  each  church  in  the  diocese,  with  a re- 
commendation of  the  subject  to  their  special  attention.

The  vote  being  now  taken  on  the  resolution  offered  by  Air. 
Meredith  respecting  an  addition  to  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  communication  from  the  Corporation  for  the  relief 
of  Widows,  &c.,  the  proposition  was  agreed  to. 

The  report  presented  by  the  committee  appointed  to  de- 
termine the  rule  for  ascertaining  the  cononical  existence  of 
the  Churches  in  this  Diocese,  was  called  up,  and  adopted  as 
follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  “the  subject  of  de- 
termining the  rule  to  be  observed  in  ascertaining  the  canoni- 
cal existence  of  the  churches  in  this  diocese,”  respectfully 

report: — 

That  in  their  opinion  a church  should  be  held  to  have  lost 
its  canonical  existence,  and  consequently  its  rights  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  diocese,  when  it  has  ceased  to  fulfil  the  spiritual 
purposes  for  which  it  was  formed;  the  cessation  having  con- 
tinued for  a period  to  be  delined  bv  the  Convention.  But  as 
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such  a church  may  still  continue  to  have  legal  existence,  it 
should  be  allowed  to  resume  its  canonical  standing,  when  the 
Convention  is  satisfied  that  its  spiritual  action  has  revived  and 
is  re-established.  The  committee  propose  therefore,  that  the 
following  paragraph  be  added  to  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

When  any  church  which  has  been  admitted  a member  of 
the  Convention  of  this  diocese,  shall,  for  three  years,  have 
made  no  parochial  report  to  the  same,  no  missionary  report 
being  made  in  its  behalf,  and,  during  the  same  period,  shall 
neither  have  employed  a clergyman  as  its  parish  minister,  nor 
requested  of  the  Bishop  to  have  the  services  of  a missionary, 
the  said  church  shall  no  longer  have  a right  to  send  a deputy 
or  deputies  to  the  Convention;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Convention  to  declare  the  same.  But  any  such  church  shall 
again  acquire  that  right,  if,  on  its  application,  accompanied 
with  a report  of  its  condition  satisfactory  on  the  points  herein 
mentioned,  the  Convention  shall  agree  thereto:  and  this  right 
shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention 
so  agreeing. 

The  committee  further  propose  that  the  following  section 
be  added  to  Canon  IX. 

Section  VI.  The  standing  committee  shall,  before  the 
meeting  of  each  annual  Convention,  prepare  a report,  to  be 
submitted  thereto,  of  every  church,  a member  of  this  Conven- 
tion, which,  for  three  years,  has  made  no  parochial  report  to 
the  same,  no  missionary  report  being  made  in  its  behalf,  and 
which,  during  the  same  period,  has  neither  employed  a clergy- 
man as  its  parish  minister  nor  requested  of  the  Bishop  to  have 
the  services  of  a missionary. 

If  the  measure  reported  be  approved  of,  the  committee 
propose  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions. 

By  the  present  Convention: 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  alteration  be  approved  of, 
and  that  a copy  of  this  proposed  alteration  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, approved  of  by  this  Convention,  be  sent  by  the  Secreta- 
ry to  every  church  which  has  been  admitted  a member. 

By  the  Convention  of  1838: 

Resolved,  That  a copy  of  this  alteration  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, now  finally  approved  of  and  adopted  by  this  Convention, 
be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every  church  which  has  been  ad- 
mitted a member. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Report  of  the  Rev.  William  Adderly,  Missionary,  Rector  of  Georgetown 
and  St.  Paul’s  Churches,  Beaver  County. 

Georgetown  Church. 

Baptisms,  adults  2;  infants  9;  total  11;  Congregation,  fami- 
lies 23;  Communicants,  added  4;  died  or  removed  6;  present 
number  36;  Public  services,  on  Sundays  39;  other  days  9; 
total  48;  Confirmed  10;  Marriages,  6;  Burials  3;  Bible  Class, 
1;  Members,  10;  Sunday  School,  1;  male  teachers,  3;  pupils, 
17;  female  teachers,  5;  pupils,  30;  total,  teachers,  8;  scholars, 
47;  collections  for  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity in  Pennsylvania,  $5,25;  Missionary  and  other  purposes,

St.  Paul's  Church. 

Baptisms,  infants,  8;  Congregation,  families,  22;  Communi- 
cants, added,  6;  died  or  removed,  3:  present  number,  32; 
Public  Services,  on  Sundays,  36;  Confirmed,  16;  Sunday 
school,  1;  male  teachers,  2;  pupils,  14;  female  teachers,  2; 
pupils,  10;  total,  teachers,  4;  pupils,  24 — The  collection  men- 
tioned in  the  report  of  Georgetown,  was  partly  raised  by  this 
congregation. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  add,  that  there  is 
a manifest  improvement  in  the  spiritual  condition  of  this  con- 
gregation. The  attendance  on  the  services,  though  irregular, 
owing  to  the  distance  at  which  most  of  the  members  live  from 
the  church,  is  large,  and  composed  in  a great  measure  of  the 
members  of  different  denominations,  who  unite  with  us  in  the 
worship  of  Almighty  God.  Much  remains  yet  to  be  done, 
and  while  we  cannot  but  behold  with  pain  many  living  in  the 
neglect  of  the  great  salvation — we  have  great  reason  to  re- 
joice in  witnessing  among  the  members,  a greater  interest  in 
the  things  of  religion,  and  a growing  attachment  to  the 
usages  of  our  church. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  Sunday  schools  are 
not  in  a more  flourishing  condition,  as  much  good  might  be 
effected  by  Sunday  school  instruction,  but  owing  to  the  disad- 
vantages we  labour  under,  little  can  be  done  at  present. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Allen,  City  Missionary. 

As  required  by  the  canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1835, 
I present  the  following  report  of  my  movements. 

I am  still  acting  in  the  capacity  of  a city  missionary.  I 
continue  my  efforts  among  the  sick  and  afflicted,  and  in  the 
promotion  of  various  benevolent  objects. 

Since  the  18th  of  last  May,  I have  officiated  in  the  service 
of  the  church  alone  on  15  occasions.  I have  administered,  or 
assisted  in  the  ministration  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper  on  11  occasions.  In  preaching,  lecturing,  &c.,  I have 
officiated  on  207  occasions.  1 have  administered  baptism  to 
44  persons.  I have  married  39  couple.  I have  officiated 
on  105  funeral  occasions.  My  pastoral  visits  have  been  1529, 
1448  of  them  to  the  sick  and  afflicted. 

I have  distributed  copies  of  the  bible,  and  of  the  new  tes- 
ment,  also  of  the  prayer  book. 

During  the  year  ending  March  11th,  I distributed  34,888 
pages  of  Tracts.  This,  however,  does  not  give  a full  view  of 
the  tract  operation,  as  it  is  my  practice  to  leave  tracts  as  a loan 
to  be  exchanged  on  the  repetition  of  my  visit,  thus  the  same 
tract  may  pass  to  a number  of  families  before  I finally  lose 
sight  of  it. 

I continue  my  weekly  appointment  at  the  Magdalen,  and 
my  monthly  at  the  widow’s  asylum. 

May  the  Lord  bless  these  imperfect  labors  to  his  glory  and 
the  good  of  immortal  souls,  for  Jesus’  sake.  Amen. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Beasley,  Rector  of  all  Saint’s  Church,  Philadelphia 

County. 

Baptisms,  adults,  7;  infants,  32;  toal,  39.  Communicants, 
added,  15;  died  or  removed,  7.  Confirmed,  10.  Marriages, 
1.  Bible  Class,  1.  Sunday  Schools,  2.  Collections,  Epis- 
copal Fund,  $9  50;  missionary  and  other  purposes,  $78  71; 
otal,  $88  21. 

Since  our  last  report,  the  Church  has  suffered  much  by 
the  removal  of  some  families  from  the  neighbourhood.  The 
prospects  of  the  Church  are,  however,  encouraging.  Circum- 
stances have  transpired,  even  since  the  date  of  this  report, 
calculated  to  animate  our  hopes.  During  the  year  the  spirit- 
ual interests  of  the  Church  have  been  gradually  improving. 

For  more  than  four  months,  a Bible  class  was  assembled 
weekly,  at  the  Chapel  in  Holmesburg. 

On  Sunday,  the  service  for  the  morning  is  held  in  All  Saint’s 
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Church.  In  the  afternoon,  at  the  Chapel.  There  have  been 
a number  of  public  services  at  other  times  in  the  Parish. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  interior  of  both 
Churches. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Northern 
Liberties,  Philadelphia. 

I wish  ft  was  in  my  power  to  give  a more  favorable  account 
of  the  state  of  this  parish,  than  truth  will  permit  me  to  do. 
Its  temporal  affairs  still  remain  in  an  exceedingly  embarrassing 
condition;  and  I am  afraid  they  still  continue  to  exert  an  un- 
favourable influence  upon  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  Church, 
and  upon  the  cause  of  religion,  round  about  us.  I mentioned 
in  my  last  report,  that  the  Contribution  Society,  which  had 
previously  existed,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  due  upon  the  Church  building,  had  been 
dissolved,  and  that  the  whole  subject  which  it  had  in  charge, 
had  been  devolved  upon  the  vestry.  Since  that  time,  owing 
to  different  causes,  the  vestry  have  done  little  more  than  kind- 
ly to  entertain  the  subject,  and  to  make  preliminary  prepara- 
tions, for  their  future  action.  A new  impulse  has  been  given, 
by  the  voluntary  offer  of  several  of  the  female  members 
of  the  Church,  to  undertake  the  labour  of  making  the  collec- 
tions for  the  above  object,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
divine  blessing  will  rest  upon  their  labours.  The  feeling 
seems  to  be  extending  itself  throughout  the  Church,  that  its 
first  duty  is  to  relieve  itself  from  debt,  and  I hope  we  shall  not 
be  thought  to  have  lost  any  interest  in  the  missionary  work, 
or  other  Church  enterprises,  if  for  the  time  to  come,  our  chief 
contributions  are  appropriated  to  that  object,  until  it  is  ac- 
complished. 

Communicants, 
added,  12;  Died  or  removed,  5;  present  number,  236;  public 
services,  on  Sundays,  2;  other  days  2;  total,  4.  Confirmed, 
13.  Marriages,  19.  Children  Catechized,  250.  Times, 
weekly.  Sunday  Schools,  male  1;  teachers,  6;  pupils,  90; 
female,  3;  teachers,  21;  pupils,  240;  total,  schools,  4;  teachers, 
27;  pupils,  351.  Collections,  Episcopal  Fund,  $10;  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  $75. 

Many  of  the  female  members  of  the  Church,  deserve  all 
praise,  for  their  indefatigable  endeavours  to  do  good  in  dif- 
ferent ways.  Some  of  them  up  to  their  utmost  ability,  and 
beyond  their  ability. 

The  Sunday  Schools  are  in  an  interesting  condition.  The 
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teachers,  both  male  and  female,  are  attentive,  patient,  and 
persevering. 

“ The  Unity  of  the  Spirit,  in  the  bond  of  peace,”  still  pre- 
vails in  every  department  of  the  parish;  and  so  far  as  we  are 
justified  to  hope  for  the  future  from  a recollection  of  the  past, 
there  is  nothing  to  induce  fear  for  its  continuance. 

Two  young  brethren  from  the  parish,  have  during  the  past 
year,  been  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  are  prosecuting 
their  studies  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  One 
brother  is  entering  upon  the  third  year  of  his  candidateship, 
and  of  his  duties,  residing  in  the  city,  and  three  others  are 
acquiring  such  preparatory  Academical  learning,  as  will' fit 
them  to  enter  advantageously  upon  a course  of  Theological 
study.

Lancaster  County.

The  system  of  monthly  offerings,  for  missionary  pur- 
poses, (embracing  diocesan,  as  well  as  more  distant  missions) 
has  been  recently  introduced  into  the  Congregation.  Thus 
far,  appearances  are  promising.  But  the  effort  is  as  yet  too 
new,  to  speak  confidently  of  the  final  success  of  it. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Brinckle,  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Swedish 

Churches. 

In  compliance  with  a Canon  of  the  last  General  Conven- 
tion, I beg  leave  to  report  to  the  Bishop,  that  1 am  still 
engaged  as  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Swedish  Churches. 
Every  Sunday  in  the  month,  except  the  3d  and  5th,  when 
there  are  so  many,  my  engagements  are  at  St.  James’  Church, 
Kingsessing.  On  the  Sundays  excepted,  I preach  at  Gloria 
Dei,  in  this  city.  I have  afternoon  appointments,  which  are 
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well  attended,  in  the  neighborhood  of  my  immediate  charge. 
A more  particular  statement  of  my  labours,  as  these  Churches 
are  not  in  connexion  with  the  Episcopal  Church,  I suppose 
will  not  be  expected  from  me  at  this  time.

The  money  paid  into  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity,  was  by  the  Juvenile  Missionary  Society  of  this 
Church,  auxiliary  to  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  usefulness  of  our  small  establishment,  is  unequivocal; 
the  greatest  difficulty  we  labour  under  is,  that  we  are  poor 
altogether.

Mar- 
riages, 1;  burials,  2;  children  catechized,  20;  times,  6;  bible 
classes,  1;  members,  12;  Sunday  schools,  1;  teachers,  18;  pupils, 
48.  Collections,  Episcopal  fund,  $5  20;  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity,  $6;  General  Theological  Seminary, 
$80;  Missionary  andother  purposes  $26  00^;  total,  $117  20.C 
The  congregation  of  this  Church,  still  continues  to  be 
large  and  attentive.

Communicants,  about  50.  Funerals,  not  ascertained. 

Of  Bangor  Church,  Lancaster  county,  Communicants, 
about  45.  Baptisms,  4,  1 of  which  was  an  adult. 

We  have  attached  to  each  of  these  Churches,  a Sunday 
School,  in  a tolerably  flourishing  state.  Collections  have 
been  made  in  all  these  Churches  for  the  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  for  the  Episco- 
pal Fund,  and  for  the  Convention  Fund,  except  as  to  the  last 
in  St.  Mary’s,  in  consequence  of  unfavourable  weather.  A mis- 
sionary society  is  attached  to  each  of  my  parishes,  which  has 
contributed  to  the  object  for  which  they  have  been  consti- 
tuted, their  mite. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Clark,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 

Philadelphia.

As  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  of  the  several  dioceses  of 
this  Union  will  constitute  the  materials  from  which  will  be 
gathered  in  a future  age,  the  history  of  the  church  in  this 
country,  there  is  an  evident  propriety  in  recording  facts  that 
tend  to  show  the  spiritual  condition  of  our  parishes.  In  the 
view  of  the  writer,  the  prosperity  of  the  church  in  mere  ex- 
ternals, is  a matter  of  very  small  moment,  compared  with  its 
spiritual  interest,  to  build  up  which  all  the  external  scaffold- 
ing is  reared. 

It  is  with  gratitude  and  thankfulness  to  the  giver  of  all 
spiritual  grace,  that  the  rector  of  this  church  records,  that 
the  dews  of  Heaven  have  fallen  during  the  last  year,  most

graciously  upon  this  portion  of  the  Lord’s  vineyard.  The 
daily  services  during  the  season  of  Lent,  were  peculiarly 
blessed.  We  have  had,  as  appears  from  the  above  statistics, 
large  accessions  to  the  body  of  our  communicants,  and  thoseof 
a very  interesting  character. 

The  benevolent  operations  of  the  day  which  are  doing  so 
much  to  extend  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom  over  the  earth, 
continue  to  be  regarded  among  us  with  great  and  increasing 
interest. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Clay,  Rector  of  the  Swedish  Churches  in  and 
near  to  Philadelphia. 

Gloria  Dei  Church,  Southwark. 

Baptisms,  44;  Communicants,  about  40;  Marriages,  41;  Fu- 
nerals, 14;  Confirmed,  12;  Communicants,  added,  10. 

The  church  isopen  twice  on  the  Lord's  day  and  also  on  Tues- 
day evening.  The  congregations  are  generally  good,  and  in  a 
state  of  increase  and  improvement.  Connected  with  the 
church  aie  a male  and  female  Sunday  school,  and  also  an  in- 
fant school,  numbering  in  the  whole  about  20  teachers,  and 
150  scholars.  The  other  Swedish  Churches  are  St.  James’, 
Kingsessing,  and  Christ  church,  Upper  Merion;  the  Rev.  S. 
C.  Brinckle  officiating  as  assistant  minister  at  the  first,  and 
the  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Diehl  as  assistant  at  the  other.  These 
churches  are  open  on  the  morning  of  every  Lord's  day,  the 
rector  officiating  once  a month  at  each. 

Report  of  the  Rev,  John  B.  Clemson,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Philadelphia. 

This  church  was  consecrated  September  27  th,  1836,  and 
divine  service  was  first  celebrated  on  the  succeeding  Sunday. 
Since  that,  our  career  as  a congregation  hasbeen  one  of  grow- 
ing interest  and  rapid  improvement.  We  have  been  prosper- 
ed both  temporally  and  spiritually,  beyond  our  strongest 
expectations;  and  the  Lord  has  made  us  the  recipients  of  his 
richest  blessings.  A continuance  of  like  prosperity,  would 
soon  number  us  as  one  of  the  most  important  parishes  which 
our  Zion  has  in  this  city. 

There  has  been  a collection  made  in  behalf  of  the  Bishop 
White  Prayer  Book  Society,  the  only  one  for  an  object  beyond 
our  church;  its  infantile  state  requiring  all  our  contributions. 

There  have  been,  Baptisms,  adults,  16;  infants,  55;  Mar- 
riages, 20,  Burials,  17;  Confirmed,  43;  Communicants,  added, 
50;  deceased,  1;  whole  number,  69. 
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Our  Sunday  school  is  in  a most  flourishing  condition,  and 
numbers  30  teachers  and  296  children,  including  an  infant 
school  of  55  pupils. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Coleman,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Southwark* 

Philadelphia. 

The  present  rector  assumed  the  charge  of  this  parish  on  the 
15th  October,  1836;  previous  to  which  time,  since  the  last  re- 
port, he  finds  by  the  parochial  register,  that  there  had  been, 
Baptisms,  Infants,  7;  Marriages,  4;  Burials,  6. 

The  rector  respectfully  presents  the  following  statement  of 
his  ministerial  acts,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  Parish; — 
Baptisms,  adults,  10;  infants,  35;  total,  45;  Congregation, 
families,  194;  adults,  579;  children,  370;  total,  949;  Communi- 
cants, actual  number,  so  far  as  ascertained  by  him  on  taking 
charge,  142;  added,  47;  removed,  3;  died,  2;  present  number, 
184;  Public  services,  since  15th  October,  1836,  (a  period  of 
31  weeks,)  on  Sundays,  63;  other  days,  49;  total,  112;  Con- 
firmed, in  Trinity  Church,  18;  in  St.  Andrew’s,  3;  Gloria  Dei, 
1;  total,  22;  Marriages,  9;  Burials,  11;  Children  catechised, 
200;  times,  7;  Bible  class,  1 ; members,  63;  Sunday  schools, 
male,  2;  teachers,  13;  pupils.  188;  female,  3;  teachers,  31;  pu- 
pils, 286;  total,  schools,  5;  teachers,  44;  pupils,  474;  Collec- 
tions, Episcopal  fund,  $50;  Convention  fund,  $30;  Society  for 
Advancement  of  Christianity,  $50;  Female  Prayer  Book  So- 
ciety, $35;  General  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School 
Union,  $20;  Missionary  and  other  purposes,  $267,85;  of  which 
$50  were  contributed  by  the  Juvenile  Missionary  Mite  Soci- 
ety attached  to  the  Female  Sunday  Schools; — total,  $452  85. 

The  rector  has  preached  elsewhere,  24  times,  and  officiated 
at  9 funerals  without  the  parish. 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  parish  libra- 
ry during  the  past  year,  until  it  now  numbers  336  volumes; 
many  of  them  valuable  standard  works  in  theology,  ecclesias- 
tical polity,  and  various  departments  of  Christian  literature.  It 
is  accessible  to  all  the  members  of  the  congregation,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  obserye  its  advantages  so  generally  appreciated. 

The  rector  is  gratified  in  reporting  that  the  Sunday  schools 
are  flourishing. — The  number  of  scholars  has  considerably  in- 
creased, and  is  quite  equal  to  our  present  accommodations.  The 
teachers  deserve  great  commendation  for  their  fidelity  and 
zeal.  The  system  of  instruction  pursued  is  essentially  that 
recommended  in  the  recent  excellent  Circular  of  the  Diocesan 
Sunday  School  Society,  and  its  benefits  are  very  apparent;  the

children  are  not  only  trained  up  in  “the  nurture  and  admonition 
of  the  Lord,”  but  judiciously  instructed  in  the  distinctive  princi- 
ples and  usages  of  our  holy  apostolic  church.  A foundation 
and  safeguard  are  thus  secured  for  enlightened  and  well-in- 
formed piety.  The  children  exhibit  a pleasing  interest  in  the 
liturgical  services  of  the  school  and  church,  and  the  hearts  of 
their  teachers  have  been  gladdened  at  beholding  many  of 
them  presenting  themselves  for  confirmation,  meeting  with1 
them  around  the  same  table  of  the  Lord,  and  devoting  them- 
selves to  the  delightful  work  of  teaching  to  others  the  precious 
truths  which  they  first  imbibed  in  the  Sunday  school.  There 
are  valuable  libraries  attached  to  our  various  schools,  con- 
taining 751  volumes,  among  which  are  all  the  publications  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union. 

The  ladies  of  the  congregation  have  recently  formed  a 
Dorcas  Society,  which  during  the  past  year  extended  consid- 
erable aid  to  the  poor  and  destitute. 

The  Bible  class,  taught  by  the  rector,  is  composed  of  ladies 
who  meet  in  the  lecture  room  every  Friday  evening,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  observe  the  interest  they  manifest  in  studying 
those  scriptures  which  “are  able  to  make  them  wise  unto 
salvation,  through  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.”  Our  Wed- 
nesday evening  services  are  all  held  in  the  church,  and  the 
attendance  is  very  encouraging. 

The  temporal  interests  of  the  parish  are  ably  managed  by 
a zealous  and  prudent  vestry,  and  are  more  flourishing  than 
at  any  former  period.  A valuable  lot  adjoining  our  present 
property  has  been  lately  purchased,  and  the  vestry  contem- 
plate erecting  a new  brick  school  house,  painting  and  repairing 
the  church,  and  other  desirable  improvements. 

In  reviewing  his  labours,  the  rector  finds  great  cause  for 
thankfulness.  The  congregation  has  rapidly  increased;  the 
word  preached  is  heard  with  solemn  and  devout  attention;  and 
through  the  Divine  blessing,  it  has  proved  to  many  the  “savour 
of  life  un*o  life.”  “Not  unto  us,  O Lord,  not  unto  us,  but  unto 
thy  name  give  glory,  for  thy  mercy,  and  for  thy  truth’s  sake.” 
Whilehe  feelsdeeplygrateful  for  the  encouraging  tokens  of  the 
past,  he  would  pray  to  be  made  more  diligent  and  faithful  for 
the  future;  that  at  last  both  he  and  the  dear  people  committed 
to  his  charge,  may  receive  the  crown  of  life,  which  fadeth  not 
away. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Crumpton,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Meadville,  Crawford  county. 

Baptisms,  adults,  2;  infants,  8;  total,  10;  Congregation, 
families,  40;  adults,  88;  children,  56;  total,  144;  Communi- 
cants, added,  3;  died  or  removed,  8;  present  number,  62;  Pub- 
lic services,  on  Sundays,  74;  other  days,  20;  total,  94;  Marri- 
ages, 4;  Burials,  1;  children  chatechized,  times,  8,  Sunday 
schools,  1;  male  teachers,  0;  pupils,  33;  female  teachers,  13;

During  a great  part  of  the  year,  the  rector  was  obliged  by 
ill  health  to  suspend  the  Sunday  afternoon  service,  and  all  his 
services  on  week  days.  This  has  no  doubt  operated  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  congregation.  But  we  have  reason  to  be 
thankful  to  God  that  he  has  not  left  us  without  some  tokens 
of  his  favour.  It  is  believed,  that  though  we  have  decreased 
in  numbers,  from  removal  of  our  members  to  other  parts  of  the 
country,  we  have  increased  in  spirituality  and  Christian  con- 
sistencjr. 

The  money  collected  during  the  past  year  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  collection  for  convention, has  been  appropriated 
to  the  building  of  a Sunday  school  and  lecture  room,  which 
we  hope  to  have  completed  the  ensuing  summer. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Marcus  K.  Cushman,  Missionary,  in  Centre  County.

A Church  is  erecting  in  Belle  Fonte.  At  Phillipsburgh, 
the  aspect  of  affairs,  is  less  encouraging  than  formerly. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Davis. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I have  occasionally  performed 
divine  service,  and  occasionally  preached.  I have  baptized 
three  persons,  one  adult,  and  two  children,  and  ofj^ciated  at 
one  funeral.  It  would  afford  me  sincere  pleasure,  to  report 
myself  ready  to  resume  the  usual  labours  of  the  parish  minis- 
ter or  missionary,  had  I the  physical  ability  to  sustain 
them.

Church,  Philadelphia.

The  assistant  Minister  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  returned  to 
his  flock,  and  resumed  his  duties  on  the  30th  May,  1830,  hav- 
ing been  absent  in  pursuit  of  health,  by  the  kind  indulgence 
of  the  rector  and  vestry,  and  the  written  permission  of  the 
Bishop,  for  about  thirteen  months.  He  reports  with  heartfelt 
gratitude,  the  steadiness  and  undiminished  prosperity  of  his 
flock,  during  his  absence;  and  the  valuable  aid  extended  to 
them  by  the  Bishop,  and  so  many  of  his  clerical  brethren. — 
The  sorrowful  bereavement  which  the  Church  has  experienc- 
ed in  the  death  of  Bishop  White,  deprived  the  Parish  of  the 
able,  pious,  and  faithful  Christian  pastor,  who  for  nearly  sixty 
years,  had  exercised  his  ministry  in  the  meekness  and  wis- 
dom of  the  Gospel  with  universal  regard  and  love.  This 
event  occurred  on  the  l?th  July,  1836,  at  which  time,  the 
present  Rector,  in  virtue  of  his  original  appointment,  succeed- 
ed to  the  Rectorship.  The  general  condition  of  the  parish  is 
prosperous,  both  in  its  temporal  and  in  its  spiritual  concerns. 
At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  (1837)  the  plan  of  making 
quarterly  collections  for  Church  objects,  as  a substitute  for 
Parochial  Societies  and  Associations,  was  commenced.  The 
first  two  collections,  yielding  more  than  g540  each,  are,  it  is 
hoped,  an  earnest  of  the  success  and  profitableness  of  the 
schemes.  The  Parochial  Day  School,  which  was  commenced 
in  1834,  continues  to  be  prosperous  and  useful;  it  has  fifty 
scholars. 

The  Rector  reports  also,  that  he  has  statedly  visited  and  lec- 
tured at  Christ  Church  Hospital,  which  is  under  the  conjoint 
pastoral  care  of  the  Rectors  of  Christ  Church,  and  St.  Peter’s. 
The  institution  has  more  than  37  inmates. 

By  the  liberality  of  his  vestry,  the  Rector  has  been  enabled 
to  enjoy,  since  10th  November  last,  the  valuable  and  accep- 
table services  of  the  P».ev.  Alfred  A.  Miller,  deacon,  in  the 
discharge  of  his  parochial  duties. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Diehl,  Assistant  Minister  of  Christ  Church, 
(Swedish,)  Upper  Merion,  Montgomery  County. 

Baptism,  infant,  1;  Congregation,  families,  41;  Communi- 
cants, 25;  Public  Services,  on  Sundays,  52;  Burials,  15;  Sun- 
day Schools,  1;  teachers,  6;  pupils,  45.  Contributions,  tor 
missionary  purposes,  $25. 

We  are  about  enlarging  the  church  edifice,  for  which  pur- 
pose the  sum  of  $2000  has  been  subscribed  by  the  mernbers 
of  the  Congregation.  There  is  an  increasing  interest  mani- 
fested in  the  services  of  the  Church;  and  a much  more  regular 
attendance  than  formerly. 

I officiate  in  St.  Thomas’ Church,  Whitemarsh,  Montgome- 
ry county,  once  a month.  J have  not  been  able  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  families  belonging  to  it. 

I also  officiate  in  the  Church  built  by  Mrs.  Rachel  Wethe- 
rill,  called  the  Union  Church,  5 miles  above  Norristown,  in 
Montgomery  county.  In  this  Church,  I preach  16  times  in 
the  course  of  the  year.  The  congregation  in  attendance  is 
very  good.  It  is  composed  of  several  denominations  of  Ortho- 
dox Christians.  There  is  a Sunday  School  under  the  entire 
charge  of  members  of  our  own  Communion.  There  are 
teachers,  5;  pupils,  50. 

Report  of  the  Rev  Benjamin  Dorr,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  adults,  1;  infants,  22;  total,  23;  Communicants, 
present  number,  200;  Confirmed,  5;  Burials,  49;  Bible  class, 
1,  Members,  16;  Sunday  Schools,  male,  1;  teachers,  4;  pupils, 
50;  female,  2;  teachers,  15;  pupils,  100;  total  schools,  3;  teach- 
ers, 19;  pupils,  150. 

The  present  Rector  was  instituted  oil  Ascension  Day,  May 
4th,  and  having  been  so  few  days  in  the  parish,  is  unable  to 
make  a more  full  parochial  report.  The  congregation  for 
nearly  a year  past,  have  been  without  a Rector,  and  none  of 
the  collections  required  by  the  Canons,  have  yet  been  made. 
They  will  be  made  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  venerable 
Bishop  White,  who  for  sixty-four  years,  was  connected  with 
this  Church,  and  for  57  years  its  Rector — has  gone  to  his 
rest;  and  was  followed,  in  a few  weeks,  by  his  successor,  and 
former  assistant,  the  Rev.  John  W.  James. 

The  interior  of  the  Church,  has  undergone  extensive  alter- 
ations, and  is  now  as  beautiful  and  commodious,  as  any  in  the 
city.  A large  and  elegant  organ  has  also  been  erected. — 
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These  are  all  the  remarks  which  the  Rector  has  it  in  his 
power  to  make.  Of  the  state  of  the  Congregation,  he  can  only 
say  that  on  the  two  Sundays  which  he  has  officiated,  the 
Church  was  filled  with  attentive  worshippers. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass,  Rector  of  St.  Matthew’s  Church, 
Francisville,  Philadelphia  county.

It  may  be  stated  with  gratitude  to  God,  that  there  is  much 
in  the  present  aspect  of  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  Francisville,  to 
inspire  confidence  in  its  stability.  The  rector  preaches, 
during  the  summer,  every  Sunday  morning  and  afternoon;  and 
during  the  winter,  in  the  morning  and  evening.  Prayer 
books  have  been  given  as  rewards  to  those  children  of  the 
Sunday  school  who  have  behaved  most  devoutly  in  the 
church,  and  have  applied  themselves  with  the  most  assiduity 
to  their  religious  studies.  A temperance  society  has  been 
formed  in  Francisville,  to  which  most  of  the  congregation  are 
attached,  which  has  proved,  with  the  Divine  blessing,  of  much 
service  in  restraining  the  prevailing  sin  of  intemperance.  The 
rector  has  loaned  a small  but  handsome  organ  to  the  congre- 
gation. The  location  of  this  church  in  a village  where  there 
was  not  one  Episcopal  family  was  injudicious;  but  at  present 
from  the  success  with  which  the  Lord  has  crowned  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  there  is  every  reason  to  conclude, 
that  the  cause  of  Christ  will  be  promoted,  and  that  the  prin- 
ciples of  our  Zion  will  obtain  a firm  and  durable  influence  on 
the  minds  of  the  population. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Douglas,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas’  Church, 
Philadelphia  county.

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The  above  report,  the  rector  presents  under  (he  cheering 
conviction,  that  during  the  past  year,  the  word  of  the  Lord 
dispensed,  has  not  been  in  vain;  but  has  proved  a special 
blessing  to  the  souls  of  some  committed  to  his  charge.  He  is 
led  to  this  impression,  from  the  increasing  attendance  on  pub- 
lic worship,  the  addition  to  the  number  of  communicants,  and 
from  the  growing  interest  manifested  by  a goodly  number,  on 
the  all-important  subject  of  vita!  godliness.  The  last  mark 
is  discovered,  chiefly,  among  the  younger  portion  of  our 
charge;  but,  to  the  praise  of  God’s  grace,  a few  among  the 
old,  by  the  perceptible  change  in  their  “ conversation,”  give 
good  evidence  that  they  had  not  passed  that  awful  line  of 
moral  blindness  and  stupidity,  beyond  which,  few,  ifany,  ever 
retrace  their  steps.  The  Sunday  school  in  both  departments, 
is  now  very  well  attended.  And  the  present  faithfulness  of 
the  teachers  we  take  pleasure  in  commending. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  C.  Drake,  Missionary,  Colombia  county. 

*S7.  Gabriel's  Church,  Sugar  Loaf.

The  missionary  upon  his  last  visit  to  Sugar  Loaf,  called  the 
attention  of  his  congregation  to  the  revival  of  the  Sunday 
school;  that  being  the  first  opportunity  since  the  opening  of 
the  spring  season.  The  effort  then  made,  though  it  augured 
favourably,  does  not  enable  him  to  report  the  condition  of  the 
school.  He  is  happy  to  add  that  he  finds  a very  respectful 
attention  to  the  gospel  from  a congregation  which  it  would 
surprise  a visitor  to  see  collected  there. 

Orangeville. 

The  prominent  place  Orangeville  has  occupied  in  the  past 
labours  of  the  missionary  to  Sugar  Loaf,  induces  him  to  make 
a distinct  report  of  his  services  there.  In  defiance  of  profess- 
ed prejudiceagainst  the  use  of  the  liturgy, it  has  been  successful- 
ly maintained  by  the  assistance  of  an  episcopal  family  living 
in  the  neighbourhood,  and  the  place  ofour  worship  has  heenjilled, 
if  not  crowded  during  the  past  year.  Could  the  Prayer 
Book  Society  be  prevailed  upon  to  make  a special  donation 
of  books  to  this  congregation,  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  it 
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would  be  attended  with  signal  advantage  to  the  cause  of  the 
church.

Si.  Paul’s  Church , Bloomsburg.

The  old  church  building  has  been  removed  from  its  site, 
and  the  foundation  of  the  new  one  has  been  laid.  The  erec- 
tion of  it  was  some  time  since  committed  by  contract  to  an 
enterprising  and  responsible  gentleman  of  the  congregation, 
who  will  spare  no  pains  to  render  it  substantial  and  beautiful. 
It  is  hoped  it  will  be  ready  for  consecration  in  the  fall.  The 
rector  of  the  congregation  desires  to  record  an  expression  of 
grateful  regard  towards  his  Lutheran  brethren  for  their  re- 
newed accommodation  of  our  congregation,  in  kindly  allowing 
us  the  occupancy  of  their  house  of  worship  until  the  church  is 
finished. 

Christ  Church,  Jersey  Town,  Madison  Township. 

Baptisms,  Infants,  3;  Congregation,  families,  16;  Communi- 
cants, added,  3;  died,  1;  present  number,  23;  public  services, 
on  Sundays,  17;  other  days,  3;  total,  20;  Confirmed,  at  Dan- 
ville, 2;  Marriages,  2;  Funerals,  2;  Collection  for  Society  for 
Advancement  of  Christianity,  $2,29;  Missionary  and  other 
purposes,  $7,01. 

Around  this  spot  there  yet  linger  some  of  the  most  interest- 
ing associations,  connected  with  the  planting  of  the  church  in 
this  quarter.  It  was  the  earliest  church,  I believe,  erected 
here  for  Episcopal  worship.  The  old  building  has  been  super- 
seded by  a new  one.  There  are  a few  who  remain  faithful 
to  the  vows  of  other  days;  but  Rachel  may  weep  for  her  child- 
ren, because  they  are  not.  Untoward  circumstances  have 
contributed  to  the  decline  of  the  church — among  these  the 
change  of  ministers  and  the  long  intervals  of  vacancy  may  be 
reckoned.  The  present  minister  has  not  used  faithfulness 
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enough  to  recover  her  from  her  lethargy.  We  think  upon 
her  stones,  and  it  pities  us  to  see  her  in  the  dust;  but  we  hope 
the  time  is  come  for  the  Lord  to  arise  and  have  mercy  upon 
her. 

Report  of  the  llev.  Henry  W.  Ducachet,  M.  I),  Rector  of  St.  Stephen’s 
Church,  Philadelphia.

In  this  church  there  is  still  pursued  the  system  reported  the 
last  year;  and  there  is  manifest  still  undiminished  prosperity. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Charles  M.  Dupuy. 

During  the  last  twelve  months,  I have  performed  divine 
service,  and  preached  in  and  near  Philadelphia,  as  often  as 
the  state  of  my  health  would  permit. 

I have  repeatedly  preached  at  the  Alms  House,  the  Pen- 
itentiary at  Cherry  Hill,  and  the  County  Prison  in  Moyamen- 
sing.  My  duties  at  the  Alms  House,  have  been  chiefly  con- 
fined to  such  as  are  prevented  by  age  or  infirmities  from  at- 
tending the  Chapel;  among  these,  I have  found  many  members 
of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

During  the  last  winter,  I performed  divine  service,  and 
preached  on  the  morning  of  every  Lord’s  day,  in  a room  granted 
for  the  use  of  Episcopalians,  situated  near  the  junction  of 
Sixth  street, and  the  Germantown  Road.  Many  of  the  children 
of  that  neighbourhood,  were  regularly  assembled  for  religious 
instruction,  and  prayer  books  distributed  among  them  and 
their  parents. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Frederick  Freeman,  Rector  of  St.  David’s  Churchy 
Manayunk,  Philadelphia  county. 

Baptisms,  adults,  2;  infants,  16;  total,  18;  Communicants, 
added,  14;  Died  or  removed,  5;  present  number,  31;  Public 
Services,  on  Sundays,  104,  other  days,  6,  total,  110;  Confirm- 
ed, 15;  Marriages,  11;  Burials,  18;  children  catechized,  94;

The  Congregation  has  received  a gradual  and  constant 
accession  of  numbers  from  the  Rector’s  connexion  with  the 
parish  to  the  present  time,  although  it  has  been  subject  to  fre- 
quent changes  by  removals.  These  fluctuations,  inseparable 
from  a manufacturing  population,  and  unknown  to  the  same 
extent  in  other  places,  are  a source  of  much  discouragement  to 
the  rector,  and  have  been  particularly  trying  during  the  last 
year,  taking  from  the  place,  besides  many  individuals  wlnse 
attachment  to  the  church  had  created  fond  hopes  of  their 
permanency  and  usefulness,  a number  of  families  whose  good 
influence  in  behalf  of  the  church  was  much  needed  and 
whose  departure  is  greatly  regretted.  A reflection,  however, 
which  is  of  itself  well  calculated  to  reconcile  the  mind  to  these 
losses,  is  found  in  connexion  with  the  confident  hope  that  the  in- 
fluence ofthese  valuable  memberswho  remove  toother  places, 
is  transferred,  not  lost  to  our  Zion;  and  that  those  who  were  be- 
ginning to  discover  a religious  regard  for  the  divine  require- 
ments, and  an  attachment  to  our  institutions,  will  still  seek 
for  instruction  from  the  church,  and  be  guided,  quickened, 
and  savingly  benefitted  through  her  ministry  and  ordinances. 

The  church  in  this  place,  although  yet  in  its  infancy,  and 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  voluntary  subscriptions  of  a few, 
most  of  whom  are  gentlemen  of  the  Vestry,  for  pecuniary  sup- 
port, may  still,  on  the  whole,  be  regarded  as  giving  pleasing 
evidence  of  outward  prosperity,  A commodious  Vestry-room 
is  now  in  the  course  of  completion.  The  Sunday  school  affords 
a fine  field  for  benevolent  effort,  but  might  be  rendered  more 
efficient,  and  the  number  of  pupils  might  be  very  considera- 
bly increased,  were  a sufficient  number  of  competent  teachers 
to  be  obtained.  The  contiguity  of  the  place  to  the  city,  and 
the  facilities  of  communication  between  the  city  and  village, 
expose  our  youth  to  many  and  strong  temptations,  and  to  the 
unhallowed  example  of  multitudes  of  strangers  who  throng 
our  streets  on  the  Lord’s  day.  Besides  this,  the  temptation 
which  is  consequent  from  the  close  confinement  of  a great  por- 
tion of  the  population  during  six  days  of  the  week  in  the  man- 
ufacturing establishments,  to  make  Sunday  a day  of  recrea- 
tion, visiting,  journeying,  and  worse,  operates  most  unfavour- 
ably upon  the  religious  character,  morals,  and  intelligence  of 
very  many.  Sunday  schools  were  never  more  needed  in  any 
place,  nor  the  faithful  and  untiring  labours  of  the  Gospel 
ministry.  The  church  here  occupies  a position  of  great  re- 
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sponsibility,  and,  we  are  persuaded,  as  it  is  better  known,  will 
excite  greater  interest  in  its  behalf.  In  a population  of  from 
3,500  to  5,000  or  more,  in  number,  the  great  majority  have 
no  Sabbath,  no  proper  regard  for  gospel  privileges,  and  appa- 
rently no  care  for  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  A very  large 
proportion  of  these  are  in  the  morning  of  life.  The  parish  li- 
brary has  recently  been  enlarged,  through  the  accustomed 
liberality  of  a gentleman  of  the  Vestry.  The  church  is  at 
unity  in  itself — harmonious  in  all  its  movements — and,  so  far 
as  is  known,  enjoys  the  kindly  feelings  of  the  various  denomi- 
nations by  which  we  are  surrounded. 

That  this  branch  of  the  church  may  abound  more  in  godli- 
ness, and  that  through  the  mercy  of  God,  and  the  gracious 
operations  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  moral  and  religious  improve- 
ment which,  though  very  gradual,  has  been  witnessed  in  this 
place,  may  be  continued,  increased,  and  consummated,  is  our 
heart’s  desire  and  prayer  to  Almighty  God. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  L.  N.  Freeman,  Rector  of  Chrlst’Church,  Rrowns- 

ville,  Fayette  County,  and  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Pike  Run,  Washington, 

County,  Pa. 

Christ  Church , Fayette  County. 

Baptisms,  infants,  12;  total,  12;  Congregation,  families,  34; 
Communicants,  added  10;  present  number,  37;  Public  Servi- 
ces, on  Sundays,  104;  other  days,  60;  total,  164;  Confirmed, 
8;  Marriages 2;  Burials,  7;  Children  catechized,  30;  times,  6; 
Bible  classes,  1;  members,  12;  Sunday  Schools,  male,  1;  teach-

The  state  of  things  in  this  Parish,  is  decidedly  encouraging. 
The  Church  is  evidently  gaining  upon  the  affections  of  the 
people,  by  pursuing  her  own  quiet  and  unobtrusive  course. 
She  has  not  received  large  accessions  to  her  communion;  nor, 
can  it  be  expected  that  she  will,  in  a place  like  this.  But 
those  who  join  her  communion,  do  so  upon  principle.  They 
intelligently  appreciate  her  distinctive  features  and  superior 
claims.  They  enter  her  fold  under  no  excitement,  but  that 
which  is  produced  by  love  to  God  and  his  Church.  They  are, 
therefore,  not  likely  to  be  “ tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carried 
about  by  every  wind  of  doctrine,  and  the  slight  and  cunning 
craftiness  of  men,”  but  to  “ contend  earnestly  for  the  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  saints.” 
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St.  Peter's  Church,  Pike  Pun,  Montgomery  County. 

This  parish  has  undergone  no  change  since  my  report  to 
the  last  convention.  Except  preaching  once  a month  in  this 
church,  and  administering  the  communion  on  several  occa- 
sions, there  has  been  no  official  act  performed  by  myself,  since 
that  time.  During  the  last  summer,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Marsden 
preached  frequently  in  this  parish.  One  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  have  been  raised  in  it,  towards  the  repairs  that  were 
made  on  the  Church,  a year  or  tw7o  since.  Four  dollars  and 
twenty-two  cents  have  been  collected  for  the  Convention  fund. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Walker  E.  Franklin,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  York, 

York  County.

I have  been  connected  with  this  parish,  since  the  first  of 
September  last.  In  the  list  of  communicants  left  by  my  pre- 
decessor, (Rev.  Mr.  Hutchins)  are  22  names.  Of  this  number, 
one  is  dead,  and  four  have  left  the  place.  Since  then,  12 
persons  have  united  with  our  communion,  one  of  whom  has 
left  the  place.  The  record  of  baptisms,  &c.,  refers  to  trans- 
actions since  the  first  of  September.  The  Sunday  School  has 
two  superintendents,  1 Secretary  and  Librarian,  and  4 male, 
and  9 female  teachers.  The  average  attendance  of  girls,  is 
from  35  to  40,  and  of  boys,  from  30  to  35.

The  late  rector  further  reports,  that  he  relinquished  his 
charge  of  the  two  parishes,  on  the  2d  of  April  last.  A long 
indisposition,  and  consequent  incapacity  for  regular  parochial 
duty,  have  induced  this  measure.  Through  his  sickness  and 
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absence,  the  several  collections  for  Church  purposes,  have 
been  neglected.  lie  reports  however,  sixteen  dollars  collect- 
ed at  an  Association  of  the  Clergy  in  St.  Martin’s,  for  the  So- 
ciety for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Henderson,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Pottsville, 

Schuylkill  county.

Communicants,  added,  28;  removed,  6;  died,  3;  present  number, 
19;  marriages,  6;  burials,  42;  Sunday  Schools,  2;  teachers,  29;

the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  $17  35;  Parochial  purposes,

This  parish  was  organized  on  the  10th  of  last  May;  the 
condition  of  the  old  parish  of  St.  Luke’s  being  found  hopeless 
and  past  remedy,  and  the  congregation  on  the  verge  of  disper- 
sion, an  evil  which,  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  efforts  made, 
has  been  averted  by  this  change. 

This  parish  is  yet  small,  owing  to  the  want  of  Church-room ; 
all  the  pews  and  sittings  in  the  present  building  being  rented, 
and  there  being  no  place  for  about  three  thousand  persons, 
English  and  Welsh  miners  and  families,  who  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  Church  of  England,  who  are  engaged  in  the 
collieries  of  this  region;  and  who  have  claims  upon  the  Church 
for  pastoral  care,  and  religious  instruction.  The  Sunday- 
School  Department  is  limited  by  the  same  cause. 

The  spiritual  condition  of  the  congregation,  so  far  as  can 
be  ascertained  by  outward  indications  is,  God  be  thanked, 
healthy.  The  influence  of  correct  principles  seems  to  be  ex- 
tending through  the  region. 

The  pecuniary  concerns  of  this  parish  are  in  a sound  state. 
The  present  revolution  in  commerce  must  necessarily  delay  the 
execution  of  the  projects  of  the  vestry;  but  already  much  has 
been  done  in  removing  the  odium  resting  upon  our  communion, 
in  consequence  of  the  debts  due  by  St.  Luke’s  Church. 

The  rector  of  this  parish  performed  services  on  Sunday 
evenings,  in  Mr.  Hill’s  school  house,  at  Schuylkill  Haven, 
from  the  month  of  May,  until  towards  the  close  of  the  last 
year,  and  has  now  three  services  on  Sundays,  in  the  Church 
in  town.  He  also  attends  constantly,  the  Sunday  School,  and 
occasionally  catechizes  the  children  in  the  body  of  the  Church. 
He  has  also  made  frequent  visits  of  a missionary  character,  in 
various  directions  throughout  the  neighbourhood.  In  one  in- 
stance, as  far  as  Mount  Hope,  in  Lancaster  County,  the  resi- 
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dence  of  Mrs.  Grubb,  where  he  preached  twice,  addressed  the 
Sunday  School  pupils,  and  baptized  nine  children.  This  pious 
and  intelligent  member  of  the  Church,  has  fitted  up  a chapel 
in  one  of  the  wings  of  her  mansion,  where  a Sunday  School 
is  taught  by  herself  and  family. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Hilton,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  West  White- 
land,  Che.'ter  County.

The  present  Rector  took  charge  of  this  parish  about  nine 
months  ago,  since  which  time  it  has  enjoyed  the  one  half  of 
his  labours,  on  Sundays.  A weekly  lecture  was  commenced 
early  in  the  fall,  in  a school  house  near  the  Church,  which, 
the  rector  is  sorry  to  say,  was  but  very  poorly  attended.  Never- 
theless, he  has  reason  to  believe,  that  the  few  who  did  attend, 
frequently  found  it  good  for  them  to  be  there.  The  attend- 
ance on  our  services,  on  Sundays,  is  generally  good,  and  seems 
to  be  increasing.  And  although,  there  has  been  but  one  in- 
dividual added  to  our  communion,  since  I took  charge  of  the 
congregation,  yet  1 trust,  the  seed  which  has  been  sown 
during  that  time,  has  not  all  “ fallen  by  the  way  side”  or 
“ among  thorns,”  but  that  part  of  it,  at  least,  has  fallen  “on 
good  ground,”  which,  in  due  time,  will  spring  up,  and  bring 
forth  fruit  unto  holiness. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Great  Valley,  Chester  Co. 

I took  charge  of  this  parish,  in  connexion  with  that  of  St. 
Paul’s,  West  Whiteland,  in  the  latter  part  of  July  last.  Dur- 
ing the  summer,  I officiated,  in  St.  Peter’s,  once  every  Lord’s 
day;  but  during  the  winter,  only  once  every  other  Lord’s  day. 
There  has  been  no  addition  to  our  communion  since  I came 
here,  neither  have  there  been  any  baptisms  during  that  time. 
There  having  been  kept  no  regular  list  of  the  communicants 
of  this  parish,  I set  down  the  number  as  I find  it  in  the  last 
report  of  my  predecessor,  which  is  25.  The  whole  amount 
of  money  raised,  during  the  period  of  my  labours  here,  is  but 
g4  16,  a sum,  I must  say,  by  no  means  proportioned  to  the 
ability  of  the  congregation. 
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In  regard  to  the  spiritual  prospects  of  this  parish,  I have 
but  little  to  say.  I have  endeavoured  to  preach  faithfully 
unto  them  the  word  of  God;  but  as  yeti  have  seen  little,  or  no 
fruit  arising  from  my  labours.  May  the  Lord  soon  grant  us  a 
time  of  refreshing  from  his  presence,  that  sinners  may  be  con- 
verted unto  the  Lord,  and  his  own  people  more  firmly  built 
up  in  their  most  holy  faith. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Marmaduke  Hirst,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church, 
Concord,  Delaware  county. 

Baptisms,  infants,  9;  Congregation,  families,  15;  adults,  60; 
children,  50;  total,  110;  Communicants,  added,  10,  died  or  re- 
moved, 3;  present  number,  45;  Public  services,  on  Sundays, 
46;  other  days,  10;  total,  56;  Marriages,  3;  burials,  1;  Collec- 
tions, Episcopal  fund,  $5;  Society  for  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity, $8;  total,  $13. 

The  rector  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish  last  Easter. 
Since  then  they  have  had  occasional  supplies  from  Philadel- 
phia. Arrangements  however,  are  now  making  to  secure  the 
services  of  a clergyman  in  connexion  witlGWest-Chester. 

Calvary  Church,  Rochdale.

The  prospects  of  this  church  are  very  encouraging;  our  ser- 
vices are  well  attended.  And  although  this  congregation  is 
in  its  infancy,  its  members,  with  laudable  zeal  and  liberality 
have  erected  a handsome  Gothic  church  of  stone,  occupying 
an  elevated  situation,  which  is  nearly  completed,  and  will  ac- 
commodate 350  persons.  The  basement  story  is  now  open 
for  Divine  service. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Hoffman. 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Hoffman  respectfully  reports  to  the  Bishop, 
that  after  his  ordination  as  Deacon,  on  the  10th  of  July,  1836, 
he  remained  in  Philadelphia,  and  officiated  occasionally,  un- 
til the  middle  of  August  following,  when  he  proceeded  to  the 
city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  took  charge  of  the  parishes  of  Christ 
Church,  Alleghanytown,  and  St.  John’s,  Laurenceville.  On 
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the  20th  of  March,  1837;  he  resigned  his  connection  with  both 
these  parishes,  and  shortly  after  visited  and  supplied  the  va- 
cant parish  of  St.  Luke’s,  Marietta,  Ohio,  for  the  space  of  one 
month. 

The  above  report  comprehends  all  ministerial  duties  per- 
formed previous  to  May  1st,  1837. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Hoff,  Missionary  for  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Lewis- 

town,  Mifflin  county;  St.  John’s  Church,  Huntingdon,  Huntingdon  coun- 
ty; and  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Thompsontown,  Juniatta  county. 

St.  Mark's  Church.

The  minister  of  this  church  took  charge  of  it  and  of  the  two 
stations,  the  reports  of  which  are  given  below,  in  October 
last.  As  to  success  in  the  great  purpose  of  the  ministry, 
throughout  his  charge,  he  is  able  to  give  little  more  satisfac- 
tory than  that  the  truth  has  had  a respectful  hearing,  and 
there  is  hope  of  fruit  at  an  early  day. 

The  only  place  where  he  would  have  been  at  all  justified 
in  asking  the  required  contributions  is  St.  Mark’s,  Lewistown. 
But  inasmuch  as  the  whole  burden  of  collections  here  falls  on 
a very  few,  and  these  had  given  so  much  to  various  objects 
during  my  short  ministry  among  them,  it  was  thought  excusa- 
ble to  omit  the  contributions  for  the  present. 

St.  John's  Church,  Huntingdon. 

Public  services,  Sundays,  14;  children  catechized,  24; 
times,  7;  Congregation,  families,  15;  adults,  40;  children,  40; 
total,  80. 

Encouraged  by  the  expectation  of  assistance  from  members 
of  Christ  church,  Philadelphia,  the  Episcopalians  here  soon 
after  the  commencement  of  my  labors  opened  a subscription 
for  the  erection  of  a house  of  worship.  The  subscriptions  in 
Huntingdon  and  neighborhood,  amount  to  $1 400.  From  the 
Ladies  Missionary  Association  we  have  g500;  g300  of  which 
is  the  proceeds  of  a Fair,  and  the  rest  mostly  collected  on  the 
occasion  of  a sermon  by  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey,  in  commem- 
oration of  the  late  Rev.  Mr.  James.  From  other  Episcopa- 
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lians  of  the  city,  principally  of  the  same  congregation,  about 
8360.  But  for  the  difficulty  of  procuring  a suitable  lot,  the 
building  would  have  been  begun  before  the  present  time. 

St.  Stephen’s  Church , Thompson  town. 

Under  this  title  a church  was  organized  some  years  ago 
with  good  prospect  of  success.  A building  was  commenced 
and  far  advanced  towards  completion,  when  the  removal  of 
several  families  reduced  the  church  to  a merely  nominal  ex- 
istence. At  present  there  are  not  more  than  three  or  four 
families  in  the  neighbourhood  in  any  way  connected  with  our 
communion.  I have  visited  this  place  at  regular  intervals 
and  preached  on  6 Sundays. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  William  Hommann,  Missionary  for  Christ  Church, 

Pottstown,  Montgomery  county,  and  St.  Gabriel’s  Church,  Morlattin, 

Berks,  county. 

Christ  Church , Potlslorvn. 

Public  services,  on  Sundays,  11;  week-days,  5;  occasional 
services,  1;  Baptisms,  1 adult;  1 infant;  total,  2;  Sunday 
school,  1;  teachers,  8;  scholars,  70. 

St.  Gabriel's , Morlattin. 

Public  services,  on  Sundays,  13;  week-days,  7;  occasional 
service,  1,  Baptisms,  4 adults;  4 infants;  total  8;  Burials,  2; 
Sunday  school,  1;  teachers,  8;  scholars,  50. 

The  missionary  has  officiated  in  the  above  churches  only  3 
months.  He  can  therefore  report  but  little  except  the  duties 
which  have  been  performed,  in  consequence  of  his  partial  ac- 
quaintance with  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  congregations. 
They  were  entirely  destitute  of  ministerial  services  for  one 
year  previous  to  the  acceptance  of  the  charge,  by  the  present 
missionary.  There  is  a very  encouraging  desire  manifested  in 
both  congregations  to  partake  of  spiritual  blessings,  and  we 
think  there  is  a pleasing  probability  of  much  good  being  accom- 
panied by  the  Divine  blessing.  The  temporal  condition  of  the 
congregation  of  St.  Gabriel’s,  Morlattin,  is  prosperous,  but  that 
of  Christ  Church,  Pottstown,  not  so  bright,  although  we  hope 
that  by  some  exertion,  the  present  difficulty  will  soon  be 
obviated. 

The  missionary  officiated  at  Farrandsville,  Lycoming  coun- 
ty, since  the  last  annual  convention,  until  January  of  the 
present  year.  The  following  is  the  amount  of  the  duty  per- 
formed there  from  May  1st,  1836,  to  January  27th,  J837. 
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Public  services,  on  Sundays,  44;  week-days,  29;  occasional 
services,  2;  Sunday  services  in  adjacent  places,  26;  Baptisms, 
14  infants;  Burials,  2;  Marriages,  1.

The  churches  at  Connelsville  and  Greensburgh,  have  been 
under  my  care  for  more  than  a year — neither  of  the  congre- 
gations is  large,  as  may  be  inferred  from  the  above  reports. 
They  have  each  a sufficiently  commodious  house  of  worship, 
but  in  an  unfinished  state.  The  pecuniary  difficulties  which 
usually  attend  young  and  indigent  parishes,  in  these  parts  of 
the  country,  where  what  are  commonly  termed  the  peculiari- 
ties of  the  church,  are  but  little  known,  have  pressed  uncom- 
monly heavy  upon  them. 

The  towns  in  which  they  are  situate  have  not  had  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  public  improvements  of  the  country  which 
have  enriched  and  increased  the  population  of  many  other 
places  in  the  state. 
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At  Greensburgh  their  church  was  completed,  but  owing  to 
the  imperfect  and  unskilful  manner  in  which  it  was  done, 
through  the  lapse  of  a few  years  it  has  become  greatly  out  of 
repair,  and  the  walls,  from  defect  in  the  foundation,  threaten 
to  fall;  consequently  a considerable  sum  of  money  will  be  re- 
quisite to  refit  it — a sum  too  great  to  be  raised  in  a congrega- 
tion so  limited  in  number,  and  so  moderate  in  wealth. 

At  Connelsville  their  church  edifice  was  never  entirely  fin- 
ished, and  is  somewhat  in  debt — funds  are  also  necessary  to 
aid  this  parish  in  extricating  itself  from  embarrassments;  funds 
which  they  cannot  raise  among  themselves  while  they  pay 
their  quota  to  the  missionary  salary. 

If  these  churches  were  relieved  from  their  present  necessity, 
their  prospects  of  being  permanently  established,  and  exten- 
sively useful,  are  very  fair,  and  in  my  opinion  the  benevolent 
and  wealthy  friends  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  could 
not  direct  their  liberality  to  more  worthy  and  important 
objects.

The  minister  of  these  parishes  desires  most  gratefully  to 
record  the  fact,  that  through  divine  assistance,  an  appeal  to 
his  Christian  brethren  abroad  has  been  so  far  successful,  as  to 
enable  him  to  proceed  in  the  erection  of  churches  for  Trinity 
Parish,  Freeport,  and  St.  Michael’s,  Wayne  Township.  Im- 
mediately after  the  last  convention  he  proceeded  to  the  cities 
of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  where  during  a short  visit  he  col- 
lected $63,00,  of  which  $40,00  were  contributed  by  members 
of  St.  Ann’s  church,  Brooklyn,  and  a check  for  $100  has  since 
been  forwarded  by  the  worthy  rector  of  that  truly  liberal 
congregation. 

During  the  month  of  September  he  also  visited  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh,  and  obtained  there  in  cash  and  materials  about 
$250;  and  in  October  he  repaired  to  Philadelphia,  where  his 
application  was  received  with  a Christian  spirit,  and  a kind- 
ness evinced  towards  him,  for  which,  however  unworthy  of  it, 
he  must  ever  be  grateful. 

He  cannot  refrain  from  particularizing  the  zeal  of  two 
distinguished  ladies  of  St.  Stephen’s  church,  through  whose 
untiring  efforts  in  his  behalf  a large  amount  was  contri- 
buted; and,  but  that  it  would  offend  a piety  which  seeks  to 
approve  itself  only  to  God,  he  would  be  happy  to  name,  in 
conjunction  with  them,  a lady  of  Grace  church,  who  present- 
ed him  with  a check  for  $50  and  a set  of  communion  plate. 
During  his  stay  of  two  weeks  in  Philadelphia,  $585,50  were 
collected.  Since  then  $55  have  been  placed  at  his  command 
by  that  noble  band  of  Christian  ladies,  the  Bee  Hive  Sewing 
Society  of  St.  James’  church,  Philadelphia;  $22  have  also 
been  appropriated  towards  the  objects  of  his  mission,  by  the 
male  Sunday  school  of  St.  Andrew’s  church;  and  $20  forward- 
ed by  the  ladies  of  St.  Stephen’s  church  above  alluded  to. 

The  building  in  Wayne  Township  is  so  far  completed  as  to 
admit  of  service  being  held  in  it.  The  Lord’s  supper  was  ad- 
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ministered  there  on  the  5th  Sunday  after  Easter,  on  which 
occasion  five  persons  were  added  to  the  communion,  and  three 
infants  dedicated  to  God  in  the  holy  rite  of  baptism.  A Sun- 
day school  has  been  organized  with  encouraging  prospects. 
The  few  books  in  it  were  kindly  supplied  by  some  pious 
ladies  of  Philadelphia.  Prayer  books  ami  books  of  instruction 
are  much  needed;  and  the  more  so,  as  it  is  likely  many  adults 
will  attend.  A well  conducted  school,  supplied  with  a good 
library  and  the  requisite  books  of  instruction,  will  be  a bless- 
ing to  that  settlement,  and  a great  benefit  to  the  church,  for, 
owing  to  his  present  engagements,  the  minister  can  only 
preach  to  this  congregation  on  a week  day  at  an  interval  of 
three  weeks. 

At  the  request  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul’s  church,  Kittan- 
ning, their  pastor  visited  the  cities  of  Baltimore  and  Washing- 
ton in  January  last,  with  the  view  of  raising  funds  to  aid 
them  in  discharging  a debt  against  their  church,  long  due.  In 
Washington  city  he  obtained  S98;  and  after  great  exertions 
for  one  week  in  Baltimore,  627  were  collected. 

The  congregation  in  Freeport  is  gradually  increasing,  the 
Sunday  school  in  a flourishing  state,  and  lay  reading  regularly 
held  every  Lord's  day,  when  the  pastor  is  not  present.

Though  but  11  in  number,  they  have  been  regular  and  at- 
tentive. 

I have  preached  23  times  at  Glennville,  where  I have  bap- 
tised 4 children;  10  times  near  Doe  Run  Factories,  and  a 
number  of  times  at  distant  places. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Lacey,  D.  D.  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Lacey- 
ville,  Allegheny  county.

Circumstances  arising  from  the  infancy  of  the  Church,  pre- 
vent a fuller  report. 

When,  from  domestic  circumstances  and  declining  health, 
I deemed  it  my  duty  to  relinquish  some  of  the  severe  duties 
of  the  Christian  ministry,  it  was  under  the  full  conviction  I 
had  no  right  to  do  so,  unless  in  exact  conformity  with  the  indi- 
cations of  divine  Providence.  Consequently,  on  resigning  my 
charge  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  in  the  city  ot  Albany,  in  1832, 
I resolved  to  devote  as  much  of  my  time  to  the  immediate 
interests  of  the  Church,  as  other  duties  would  permit;  and  on 
removing  to  this  vicinity,  commenced  the  performance  of 
public  worship,  on  Sundays,  in  my  own  house.  On  the  1st 
of  August,  1834,  a congregation  was  duly  organized,  by  the 
name  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Laceyville;  and  having  accepted 
the  rectorship  of  this  Church,  immediately  on  its  organization, 
I have  since  endeavoured  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 
On  the  15th  of  September,  1835,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hilton,  I laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  Church  edifice;  and 
although,  from  circumstances  beyond  our  control,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  building  has  been  delayed  longer  than  we  had  ex- 
pected, it  is  now  ready  for  consecration.  The  edifice  is  built 
in  the  Gothic  order,  of  substantial  materials,  and  presents  to 
the  eastern  limits  of  Pittsburgh,  a very  handsome  appearance. 
We  have  an  organ  now  in  the  Church,  a good  choir,  and  all 
other  things  requisite  for  public  worship,  in  proper  order. 

What  will  be  the  success  of  this  enterprise,  time  alone 
can  disclose.  Its  progress  thus  far,  has  afforded  me  great 
satisfaction,  especially  as  it  opens  to  me,  the  prospect  of  ending 
my  days  in  the  service  of  that  Church,  which  has  long  been 
the  object  of  my  admiration  and  love.

Report  of  the  Rev.  G.  VV.  Ridgely,  Rector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Newtown,  and 
St.  Andrew’s,  Yardleyville.

The  rector  of  these  Churches,  in  presenting  the  first  report 
from  them  to  the  Convention,  has  to  state  that  as  yet, 
everything  about  them  is  in  an  incipient  condition.  Located 
in  a neighbourhood  where  the  Church  was  until  lately  entire- 
ly unknown,  (so  that  when  his  ministrations  commenced  there, 
he  could  not  find  so  much  as  a single  Episcopalian  to  aid 
in  making  the  responses,)  he  has  bgen  chiefly  employed  in 
laying  the  foundations,  upon  which  a superstructure  of  fu- 
ture usefulness  may  be  erected.  Thet  Church  edifice  at  New- 
town, is  complete,  and  has  been  consecrated;  that  at  Yardley- 
ville has  been  sufficiently  so,  for  some  months  past,  to  be  used 
for  public  worship,  and  will  be  prepared  for  consecration  by 
the  2d  of  July,  at  which  time  the  Bishop  is  expected  to  visit  it 
for  that  purpose.  The  neighbourhood  in  which  it  is  establish- 
ed, is  both  populous  and  destitute  of  religious  advantages,  and 
affords  a fine  opening  for  the  formation  of  a good  congregation; 
but  owing  to  its  remoteness  from  the  residence  of  its  minister, 
and  his  engagements  nearer  home,  he  can  afford  them  but  a 
very  inadequate  supply  of  sendees.  He  hopes  however,  that 
an  arrangement  will  shortly  be  accomplished  by  which  they 
will  be  united  to  another  Church,  which  was  built  several 
years  since,  under  his  ministry  at  Hulmeville,  and  has  since 
then,  been  in  the  charge  of  the  rector  of  the  Church  at  Bristol. 
If  these  two  infant  congregations  can  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  some  missionary,  the  rector  of  the  one  at  Yardleyville 
being  released  from  his  engagements  there,  will  have  it  in  his 
power  to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  a new  Church  at  North 
Attleborough,  a flourishing  village  in  his  immediate  vicinity. 
He  has  had  a subscription  of  several  hundred  dollars,  towards 
the  erection  of  a Church  there,  for  two  or  three  years  in  his 
possession.  This  sum  has  been  greatly  increased,  by  the 
liberality  and  zeal  of  Mr.  A.  F.  Dobb,  a Candidate  for  Or- 
ders in  this  diocese,  who  has  recently  established  there  a very 
promising  high  school  for  boys,  which  is  decidedly  Episcopal 
in  its  character.  The  communion  was  administered,  very 
recently,  for  the  first  time,  at  Newtown.  It  has  not  been  yet 
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administered  at  all  at  Yardleyville.  Confirmation  is  expected 
on  the  2d  of  July. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Rodney,  Jr.,  Rector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Ger- 
mantown.

I have  spent  3 Sundays  during  the  last  year  at  Mauch 
Chunk,  where  a small  but  zealous  congregation  are  most 
anxious  to  erect  a church,  though  their  pious  endeavors  can- 
not accomplish  it  without  assistance  from  abroad. 

At  Easton  the  church  is  gradually  increasing,  and  we  have 
a good  hope  that  her  cause  is  becoming  more  and  more  es- 
tablished. A protracted  illness  last  fall,  which  confined  me 
to  my  room  for  several  weeks,  will  account  for  the  deficiency 
of  services  in  the  church  at  Easton. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Sheets,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Oxford 
Township,  Philadelphia  county.

In  addition  to  the  above  collections,  there  has  been  a very 
eligible  site  for  an  Episcopal  church,  purchased  in  the 
Borough  of  Frankford,  which  cost  8400,  on  which  has  been 
erected  a neat  school  room,  which  cost  about  $600,  and  will 
seat  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons.  Divine  service  is  per- 
formed in  this  room  on  Sunday  afternoons,  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  Sunday  school  exercises.  The  children  sustain  their  part 
in  the  service  very  satisfactorily,  and,  it  is  hoped,  that  with 
the  adults  who  attend,  there  is  a flattering  prospect  that  there 
will  yet  be  a handsome  edifice  erected,  and  an  Episcopal 
church  formed  in  this  place. 

The  Sunday  school  at  the  ancient  Trinity  Church,  Oxford, 
continued  its  operations  until  the  inclemency  of  the  winter 
made  it  necessary  to  relinquish  them.  It  has  not  as  yet  been 
opened  this  season.  This  church  is  badly  situated  for  a Sunday 
school.  The  worthy  female  superintendent  spent  the  winter 
in  the  city,  and  has  not  yet  returned  to  the  country.  Most  of 
those  who  have  assisted  as  teachers,  reside  at  such  a distance 
as  involves  them  in  difficulties.  Different  attempts  have  been 
made  to  hold  a Sunday  school  in  this  church,  but  I fear, 
there  is  no  great  prospect  of  permanency.  The  school  was 
held  last  season  in  the  morning  so  as  to  close  its  exercises  at 
the  commencement  of  public  worship,  which  is  held  regularly 
every  Sunday.  An  arrangement,  which  he  thinks  ought 
to  be  adopted  as  generally  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  pupils 
may  be  trained  up  both  as  Christians  and  episcopalians.  We 
are  inclined  to  believe  that  our  mode  of  worship  is  admirably 
calculated  to  give  satisfaction  to  children  generally,  and  with 
a little  pains  on  the  part  of  their  teachers,  they  become  well 
acquainted  with  our  liturgical  arrangements,  and  interested 
in  the  services.  It  gives  pleasure  to  add,  that  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  or  two  small  donations,  the  thousand  dollars 
for  the  ground  and  lecture  room  have  been  raised  by  the  con- 
gregation. For  the  encouragement  of  others,  I would  no- 
tice that  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  of  the  collection  for  the 
Advancement  Society,  was  the  proceeds  of  a little  girl’s  family 
mitebox.  One  of  theadults  baptized  is  in  the  eighty -fifthyear  of 
his  age;  the  prayer  book  made  use  of  on  the  occasion  was 
that  brought  from  England  by  his  great-grand-father,  who, 
when  he  arrived  at  the  place  noxv  called  Philadelphia,  found 
a cabin  in  the  side  of  the  hill  for  their  reception,  with  a hogs- 
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head  in  the  roof  for  a chimney.  The  great-grand-father  of 
another  of  the  candidates,  (also  an  aged  person)  was  among 
the  first  of  those  who  assembled  at  this  place  for  Divine 
worship. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  Smith,  Rector  and  Missionary  of  St.  James’  Church, 
in  the  Borough  of  Muncy,  Lycoming  county. 

Baptisms,  adults,  3;  one  congregation;  Communicants,  added, 
1;  died,  2;  removed,  2;  present  number,  45;  public  services  on 
Sundays,  42;  Marriages,  2;  Burials,  5;  children  catechized, 
times,  5;  Sunday  school,  I;  teachers,  7;  pupils,  45;  female 
teachers,  4;  Collections  for  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity,  gl2  00. 

Since  December  18,  1836,  I have  devoted  my  whole  time 
to  the  church  at  Muncey  except  two  Sundays — one  of 
which  I spent  at  Farrandsville,  and  the  other  at  Sunbury.  I 
do  not  perceive  much  increase  of  piety  since  the  last  year, 
and  were  it  not  for  God’s  promise  to  his  church,  1 should  feel 
quite  discouraged. 

The  temporal  condition  of  the  church  has  evidently  im- 
proved. 

With  the  assistance  which  has  been  secured  from  other 
churches,  and  principally  from  the  churches  of  Philadelphia, 
the  debt  of  this  church  has  been  reduced  to  about  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  there  is  enough  subscribed  to  cover  a con- 
siderable part  of  this  sum. 

I have  preached  at  Williamsport  twice  during  the  past 
year;  at  Milton  four  or  five  times;  at  Hughesville  as  many; 
at  New  Columbia  three  times,  and  baptized  five  children;  at 
Lewisburg  once. 

Until  the  last  of  October,  1836,  I continued  to  preach  at 
Sunbury  once  every  other  Sunday,  and  from  that  time  until 
the  consecration  of  their  new  church,  which  took  place  on 
the  7th  of  December  following,  I was  soliciting  money  to  liqui- 
date the  debt  of  St.  James’  church,  Muncy.  This  church 
(at  Sunbury)  is  now  without  the  stated  ministrations  of  any 
clergyman.  It  is  very  important  that  it  should  be  able  to  se- 
cure the  stated  services  of  a clergyman  immediately — other- 
wise it  may  suffer  much.  A clergyman  who  could  spend  a 
part  of  his  time  in  teaching,  would  find  a competent  support 
between  this  church  and  Christ  church,  Danville. 

At  Sunbury  I have  baptized  three  children,  and  at  the 
consecration  of  the  church  two  persons  were  confirmed  by  the  ! 
Bishop.  Three  dollars  for  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  j 
of  Christianity.  May  the  Lord  send  us  prosperity. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  George  A.  Smith. 

The  Rev.  George  A.  Smith  reports  that  he  has  performed 
no  “occasional  services,”  such  as  would  probably  be  considered 
within  the  meaning  of  the  7th  canon  of  1835,  and  that  the 
cause  which  has  prevented  the  same  is  incapacity  for  the  la- 
bors of  the  pulpit,  in  consequence  of  a chronic  affection  of  the 
throat.  His  engagement  has  been,  and  continues  to  be,  the 
editing  of  the  Episcopal  Recorder,  a religious  paper  published 
in  this  city. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Nathan  Stem,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Harris- 
burg, Dauphin  County.

My  services  during  the  past  year,  have  been  continued 
much  in  the  same  manner  as  communicated  in  my  last  re- 
port, excepting  the  most  of  the  winter  season,  which  I passed 
in  Philadelphia,  during  which  period  I officiated  in  several  of 
the  churches  in  the  city,  on  20  occasions.  I have  also  officiat- 
ed one  Sunday  each  at  York  and  Lewistown;  and  in  a variety 
of  other  places  which  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  enumerate. 

The  Church  or  Chapel  spoken  of  in  my  last  report,  as  de- 
signed to  be  erected  in  Petersburg,  has  been  completed;  and 
was  consecrated  by  the  bishop  on  t he  4th  of  November  last.  It 
is  built  of  brick,  and  may  be  considered  an  excellent  model 
for  country  churches  generally;  combining  neatness  and  taste, 
with  convenience  and  economy;  the  cost  of  it  being  not  more 
than  8 1100,  including  the  furnishing  of  green  blinds  to  all  the 
windows;  an  appropriate  drapery  to  the  reading  desk  and  pul- 
pit, carpeting,  chairs  and  table  to  the  chancel;  the  painting  of 
the  pews,  &c.  and  a handsome  pale  fence  with  which  it  is  en- 
closed. It  is  capable  of  accommodating  300  persons,  at  least, 
which  number  have  assembled  in  it  on  every  occasion  on 
which  it  has  been  opened  since  its  consecration;  and  we  are 
now  gratified  with  the  prospect  of  realizing  the  advantages 
we  had  anticipated  from  its  erection.  Two  services  are  held 
in  it,  in  conjunction  with  Christ  church,  on  every  alternate 
Sunday. 

The  collections  prescribed,  excepting  the  one  for  the  Con- 
vention fund,  have  been  omitted,  in  consequence  of  the  fre- 
quent and  more  than  ordinary  demands  on  the  congregation 
during  the  past  year;  and,  notwithstanding  their  exertions, 
they  are  still  in  debt,  to  liquidate  which,  a further  effort  must 
be  made. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Tyng,  D.  D.  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Epiphany,  Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  adults,  13;  infants,  22;  total,  35;  Marriages,  14;

Of  the  present  number  of  Communicants,  110  have  been 
received  to  the  Lord’s  table  for  the  first  time,  in  this  church, 
the  residue  have  been  transferred  from  other  churches.  Of 
the  collections  for  missionary  and  other  purposes,  $1000  have 
been  given  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
$400  have  been  given  to  missions  in  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
residue  to  other  objects  of  religious  benevolence  beyond  the 
congregation.  The  annual  collection  for  the  Sunday  schools 
of  our  own  congregation  amounting  to  §202,89,  is  also  to  be 
added  to  the  above,  making  the  whole  §2,325.  The  present 
state  of  the  congregation  is  in  the  highest  degree  encouraging. 
It  has  been  marked  from  the  commencement  of  the  effort  to 
collect  this  church,  by  undeviating  harmony  and  attachment 
to  the  principles  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  True 
piety  has  flourished  among  us  under  the  divine  blessing,  in  an 
increasing  measure.  The  last  year  gave  us  a large  increase 
to  our  communion,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  look  forward 
to  still  more  for  the  year  to  come.  No  words  can  too  highly 
express  our  sense  of  the  goodness  of  God  the  Saviour,  in  his 
blessing  upon  the  pastor  and  the  people  of  this  united  and 
happy  church. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Upfold,  D.  D.  Rector  ofTrinity  Church,  in  the 
city  of  Pittsburgh,  Alleghany  county. 

Baptisms,  adults,  4;  infants,  89;  total,  92;  Congregation, 
children,  innumerable;  Communicants,  added,  39;  died  or  re- 
moved, 30;  present  number,  298;  public  services,  on  Sundays, 
104;  other  days,  60;  total,  164;  Confirmed,  40;  Marriages,  21; 
Burials,  39;  Children  catechized  in  Sunday  school;  Sunday 
schools,  male,  1;  teachers,  6;  pupils,  90;  female,  1;  teachers, 
9;  pupils,  138;  total  schools,  2;  teachers,  15;  pupils,  228;

The  church  edifice  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  a new 
organ  of  the  largest  class  put  up,  and  a lecture  and  Sunday 
school  room  erected,  at  an  expence  in  the  whole  of  about  ten 
thousand  dollars.  The  rector  has  officiated  at  Washington, 
Georgetown,  Lawrenceville,  and  some  other  places. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  P.  Van  Pelt. 

An  imperfect  state  of  health  incapacitates  the  undersigned 
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for  the  full  and  regular  discharge  of  parochial  duly.  He  is 
however  desirous  of  laboring  to  the  extent  of  his  ability,  in 
the  work  of  the  ministry;  and  has  accordingly,  preached  once 
on  every  Sunday,  with  the  exception  of  ten,  since  the  last 
Convention. 

His  services  have  been  rendered  at  the  destitute  churches 
in  the  city — the  Alms  House,  Blockley — the  Eastern  Peniten- 
tiary, and  the  House  of  Refuge.  At  the  Alms  House  there 
never  had  been  worship  in  the  chapel,  (a  room  capable  of  ac- 
commodating a thousand  persons,)  on  the  morning  of  the 
Lord’s  day,  until  commenced  by  himself.  But  for  several 
months  past,  he  has  been  able,  with  the  occasional  assistance 
of  his  brethren,  to  maintain  it  without  interruption,  and  hopes 
to  do  so  throughout  the  year. 

After  sermon  at  the  public  Institutions,  it  is  his  practice  to 
converse  with  the  inmates  on  religious  subjects,  and  to  distri- 
bute among  them,  as  he  deems  expedient,  Bibles,  Prayer 
Books,  and  Tracts. 

During  the  week,  he  has,  as  opportunity  offered,  visited  the 
sick,  and  performed  such  other  functions  of  his  office  as  he 
has  been  called  upon  for.  Among  the  latter  may  be  men- 
tioned the  baptism  of  two  children  in  a dying  state. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Varian. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Varian  respectfully  reports,  that  he 
has  been  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  one  of  the  departments 
of  the  Abbeville  Institute,  near  Lancaster,  ever  since  he  came 
into  the  diocese,  (Oct.  1835. ) 

He  has  in  conjunction  with  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Cruse,  held  the 
services  of  the  Church  at  the  Institute  morning  and  after- 
noon, every  Lord’s  day,  preaching  alternately  in  the  morning. 
During  the  winter  and  spring  of  1836,  in  connection  with  the 
same  gentleman,  he  visited  regularly  the  village  of  Columbia, 
on  the  Susquehannah,  Mr.  Cruse  going  one  Sunday,  Mr.  Va- 
rian the  next;  service  and  sermon  morning  and  afternoon. 
Since  then  Columbia  has  been  taken  in  charge  by  the  Rev. 
W.  E.  Franklin. 

Mr.  Varian  preached  at  York  on  Christmas  day  last,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Since  October  1836,  he 
has  preached  at  the  Alms  House  of  Lancaster  county,  the 
third  Sunday  afternoon  in  every  month.  On  Sunday,  April 
30th,  1837,  he  preached  and  held  service,  in  the  morning  and 
evening,  at  Mount  Hope  Furnace,  the  residence  of  Mrs. 
Grub.  Congregation  small,  but  attentive.  Responses  audible, 
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and  almost  general;  this  latter  circumstance  is  owing  entirely 
to  the  laudable  exertions  of  Mrs.  Grub  and  her  daughters, 
who  have  been  unremittingly  engaged  for  eighteen  months 
past  in  giving  Sunday  School  instruction  to  the  children  in 
their  neighborhood.  A school  of  from  25  to  40  children  of 
both  sexes,  varying  in  number  with  the  season  of  the  year, 
assembles  every  Lord’s  day  to  learn  the  way  of  life.  The 
Prayer  Book  is  (as  we  think  it  ought  every  where  to  be)  made 
the  principal  Sunday  school  Book,  after  the  Scriptures.  The 
children,  as  soon  as  able  to  read,  are  made  familiar  with  the 
Psalter  and  the  ordinary  services  of  the  Church,  recite  the 
Church  catechism,  and  portions  of  scripture  as  a constant  ex- 
ercise. Could  one  of  the  Church  Missionaries  be  stationed 
in  that  region  of  country,  we  have  no  doubt  he  might  be  ex- 
tensively useful  among  the  destitute  people  employed  at  the 
furnaces  and  other  iron  works  there  in  operation. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  C.  Wiltberger,  jr.  Rector  of  Emmanuel  Church, 

Kensington. 

Baptisms,  infants,  25;  total,  25;  Congregation,  families,  13; 
adults,  28;  children,  22;  total,  50;  Communicants,  added,  11; 
died  or  removed,  1;  present  number,  10;  Public  services,  on

Previous  to  the  summer  of  1836,  several  attempts  had  been 
made,  to  form  an  Episcopal  congregation  in  Kensington,  but 
without  success.  In  April  of  that  year,  several  individuals, 
feeling  a desire  that  another  effort  should  be  made  for  that 
purpose,  conferred  with  the  Bishops  and  clergy  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  subsequently  invited  the  present  Rector  to  labor 
there,  and  endeavor  to  create  an  interest  among  the  inhab- 
itants for  an  Episcopal  church. 

He  commenced  operations  the  latter  part  of  September. 
A Sunday  school  was  opened  at  the  Commissioners  Hall,  with 
five  children.  On  the  first  occasion  of  divine  service,  at  the 
same  place,  the  congregation  consisted  of  four  individuals. — 
The  congregation  and  Sunday  school,  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  the  Minister,  continued  to  increase;  the  people  were 
visited,  some  became  interested  in  religious  matters,  meetings 
for  social  prayer  were  held  weekly  at  different  houses,  and 
thus  things  progressed  until  Christmas,  when  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  to  fourteen  individuals, 
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five  of  whom  were  considered  as  communicants  of  the  new 
church. 

The  organization  of  a vestry  did  not  take  place,  until  the 
14th  February  1837,  when  a meeting  was  held,  at  which  it 
was  “deemed  expedient  to  organize  a congregation,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  diocese,  to 
be  called  Emmanuel  Church,”  of  which  the  minister  before 
called  was  elected  Rector.  Twelve  persons  were  elected 
vestrymen  and  two  of  them  church  wardens.  Subsequently, 
the  form  of  a proposed  charter  was  agreed  upon,  which  was 
submitted  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  and  re- 
ceived their  approval. 

Measures  were  entered  into  for  the  raising  of  funds,  with 
which  to  erect  a building  for  the  use  of  the  congregation,  and 
with  some  success.  But,  in  consequence  of  the  great  pressure 
in  money  matters,  it  was  deemed  expedient,  for  the  present, 
to  suspend  exertions  for  that  purpose. 

There  is  an  amazing  indifference  among  the  inhabitants  of 
Kensington,  to  the  concerns  of  the  soul,  but  we  trust,  that,  by 
“prayer  and  pains  taking”  accompanied  with  the  blessing  of 
Him  “from  whom  all  holy  desires,  all  good  counsels,  and  all 
just  works  do  proceed;”  there  will  be  “added  to  the  Church, 
many  of  such  as  shall  be  saved.” 

Report  of  Messrs.  Wm.  Staunton  and  Armstead  Beckham,  Wardens  ot 
Christ  Church,  borough  of  Alleghany,  Alleghany  County. 

Baptisms,  infants,  2:  total  2:  Congregation,  families,  32:  com- 
municants, added,  2:  present  number,  41:  public  services,  on 
Sundays,  28:  other  days,  5:  total,  33:  burials,  2:  children  cate- 
chized, 16:  times,  6:  Sunday  Schools,  male,  1:  teachers,  6:

This  parish  has  been  supplied  with  ministerial  services 
every  other  Sunday,  during  six  months,  previous  to  the  re- 
signation of  its  minister  on  the  20th  March,  1837.

Church,  Lawrenceville,  Alleghany  County. 

Baptisms,  infants,  2;  total,  2;  Communicants,  died  or  remov- 
ed, 2;  present  number,  19;  public  services,  on  Sundays,  2S. 

This  parish  has  been  supplied  with  ministerial  services, 
every  other  Sunday,  for  six  months,  previous  to  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  minister,  on  the  20th  March,  1837. 
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Report  of  W.  H.  Sayre,  Warden  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Mauch  Chunk, 
Northampton  County. 

Baptisms,  infants,  4;  congregation,  about  40  adults;  communi- 
cants, 5;  public  services,  on  Sundays,  20;  other  days,  3;  total 
23;  funerals,  2. 

The  proposed  charter  under  which  we  were  admitted  into 
the  union  with  the  Church,  was  duly  executed  and  enrolled 
at  Harrisburgh,  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth’s 
Office,  on  the  7th  June  last. 

This  congregation  is  without  a rector,  and  depended  wholly 
for  clerical  aid  during  the  past  year,  upon  the  voluntary  ser- 
vices of  the  following  named  reverend  gentlemen,  who  have 
preached: — Rev.  James  May,  4 times;  Rev.  George  C.  Drake, 
5 times;  Rev.  J.  M.  Rogers,  6;  Rev.  Samuel  T.  Lord,  twice; 
Rev.  Alfred  C.  Lord,  S times,  (diocese  of  New  Jersey,)  Rev. 
John  B.  Clemson,  3 times;  total  23. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Drake,  has  perform- 
ed divine  service  and  preached  twice;  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers, 
twice;  Rev.  Mr.  May,  twice,  at  the  village  of  Nesquehoning, 
situated  five  miles  from  this  town  but  considered  as  wdthin  the 
bounds  of  the  parish. 

Dependent  as  we  are  upon  the  kind  offices  of  the  Metho- 
dist Society,  for  the  occasional  use  of  their  house,  we  are  at  a 
loss  to  name  the  number  of  those  who  would  be  constant  at- 
tendants upon  the  services  of  the  Church,  but  feel  perfectly 
safe  in  putting  down  our  congregation  at  forty  adults,  and 
believe  it  would  be  much  increased  if  we  had  a Church 
building  and  a resident  minister.  Fully  aware  of  the  disad- 
vantages we  labour  under,  in  both  these  particulars,  and 
believing  that  if  we  had  a house  erected,  we  should  much 
more  easily  obtain  the  means  of  maintaining  a clergyman  than 
in  any  other  mode  we  can  adopt;  the  vestry  have  resolved  to 
attempt  building,  and  have  issued  subscription  books  accord- 
ingly.

The  absence  of  the  rector  is  offered  as  an  excuse  for  this 
imperfect  report. 


The  following  report  of  the  committee,  relative  to  the  legal 
register  of  baptisms  and  marriages  performed  by  the  bishop, 
was  presented  and  adopted. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention,  “ to  con- 
sider that  part  of  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  relating  to  the 
devising  of  some  legal  record  of  such  baptisms  and  marriages 
as  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  performed  by  himin  places 
within  this  diocese,  where  there  are  no  organized  parishes  or 
parochial  registers,”  and  also  “ to  call  the  attention  of  the 
ministers  and  vestries  of  the  several  Churches  in  the  diocese, 
to  the  12th  Canon,  entitled  “Of  Registers  of  Baptisms,”  &c. 
respectfully  report, — That  they  have  attended  to  the  duty 
committed  to  them,  and  in  relation  to  the  subject  of  the  first 
resolution,  applied  to  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth 
at  its  last  session,  for  the  enactment  of  the  following  additional 
section  of  the  existing  law  concerning  Baptismal  and  Mar- 
riage Registers,  viz: — “ Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  that  baptisms  and 
marriages,  which  have  been,  or  may  be  solemnized  by 
any  bishop  within  the  State,  may  be  entered  by  him  in  the 
register  of  any  Church  of  which  the  said  bishop  has  the  super- 
vision; and  the  same  when  entered  in  the  register  shall  have  the 
same  legal  effect  and  operation,  as  if  the  said  marriage  or  bap- 
tism had  been  solemnized  by  the  clergyman  having  chargeof  the 
said  Church,  and  been  by  him  entered  in  the  register  thereof.” 
The  proposed  section,  the  committee  were  of  the  opinion,  fully 
met  the  case  in  question,  and  from  the  readiness  with  which 
one  branch  of  the  Legislature  passed  it,  they  expected  to 
have  been  able  to  report,  that  it  had  become  a law  of  the 
Commonwealth.  But  on  inquiry  they  find,  that  for  some 
cause  or  other,  this  is  not  the  case,  and  in  order  to  secure  its 
enactment,  it  will  be  necessary  to  renew  the  application  at 
the  next  or  some  ensuing  session  of  the  Legislature. 

With  respect  to  the  subject  of  the  several  resolutions,  the 
committee  report,  that  they  have  addressed  the  following  Cir- 
cular, to  the  ministers  and  vestries  of  parishes,  accompanied 
by  a copy  of  the  12th  Canon.

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CIRCULAR. 

At  the  last  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  “ That  a Committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Uptold,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull,  Hon.  John  Gilmore,  and  James  S. 
Smith,  Esq.  be  directed  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Ministers 
and  Vestries  of  the  several  Churches  in  the  Diocese,  to  the 
12th  of  the  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  “ Of  Registers  of  Baptisms, 
Marriages  and  Deaths,  and  of  Parochial  Reports.” 

The  duty  assigned  to  the  Committee,  is  that  of  calling  the 
attention  of  the  Ministers  and  Vestries  to  the  1 2th  Canon, 
which  we  beg  leave  respectfully  and  earnestly  to  do.  The 
importance  of  a compliance  with  its  provisions,  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  obtaining  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  will  at  once  be  perceived  by  the  Clergy,  while  the 
lay  members  of  the  Church  may  be  reminded  that  the  Regis- 
ter of  Baptisms,  Marriages  and  Deaths,  being  by  law  evidence 
of  the  facts  contained  in  it,  important  civil  rights  may  be 
affected  by  negligence  in  keeping  it. 

A copy  of  the  Canon  is  subjoined.

CANON  XII. 

Of  Registers  of  Baptisms,  Marriages  and  Deaths , and  of 
Parochial  Reports. 

Section  I.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  an  account  of  all 
the  baptisms,  marriages,  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him  in  the 
discharge  of  his  ministry,  specifying  the  name  and  date  of  the 
birth  of  the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and 
sponsors,  the  name  of  the  adult  baptized,  the  names  of  the 
parties  married,  and  the  name  of  the  person  buried;  and  also 
the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed. 

Section  II.  These  entries  shall,  by  the  minister,  or,  if  so 
ordered  by  the  vestry,  by  the  clerk  or  sexton  of  the  Church, 
be  recorded  in  a suitable  book,  to  be  provided  by  the  vestry, 
which  shall  be  the  Church  Register,  and  shall  belong  to,  and 
remain  with  the  vestry,  as  a part  of  the  Church  records.  And

the  minister  of  each  parish  shall  also  keep  a list  of  all  the 
communicants  within  his  cure,  as  nearly  as  they  can  be  ascer- 
tained; and  also  a list  of  the  persons  confirmed  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  Bishop. 

Section  III.  Every  minister  of  a parish,  or  parishes,  in 
this  diocese,  shall  present  or  forward,  at  every  Annual  Con- 
vention, to  the  bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  bishop,  to  the  president 
of  the  Convention,  a statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  mar- 
riages, funerals,  and  persons  confirmed  in  his  parish  or  parishes 
severally,  since  the  last  like  report;  and  also,  of  the  number 
of  the  communicants,  distinguishing  the  additions,  removals 
and  deaths,  since  the  last  report;  also  he  shall  add  a statement 
of  all  other  matters  of  fact,  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state 
of  his  parish  or  parishes. 

Section  IV.  These  parochial  reports  shall  be  read  in  the 
Convention;  and  all  the  specifications  of  baptisms,  marriages, 
funerals,  persons  confirmed,  and  communicants,  and  the 
statements  of  other  matters  of  fact  contained  in  them,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 


The  following  proposed  alterations  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States;  and 
the  following  proposed  amendment  in  the  Table  of  Moveable 
Feasts,  were  laid  before  the  house. 

Proposed  alterations  in  the  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  be,  and  are  hereby  proposed,  and  that  they  be  made 
known  to  the  several  State  Conventions. 

Article  5th  to  be  altered  so  as  to  read  as  follows: — 

A Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  part  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  Territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may, 
at  any  time  hereafter,  be  admitted,  on  acceding  to  this  Con- 
stitution; and  a new  diocese,  to  be  formed  from  one  or  more 
existing  dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  following  re- 
strictions. 

No  new  diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits 
of  any  other  diocese;  nor  shall  any  diocese  be  formed  by  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  dioceses  or  parts  of  dioceses,  unless 
with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each  of  the 
dioceses  concerned;  as  well  as  of  the  General  Convention. 

No  such  new  diocese  shall  be  formed,  which  shall  contain 
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less  than  8000  square  miles  in  one  body,  and  thirty  presbyters 
who  have  been,  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident 
within  the  bounds  of  such  new  diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a 
parish  or  congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a bishop. — 
Nor  shall  such  new  diocese  be  formed,  if  thereby  any  existing 
diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  8000  square 
miles,  or  less  than  thirty  presbyters,  who  have  been  residing 
therein,  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  mentioned. 

In  case  one  diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  dioceses,  the 
diocesan  of  the  diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he 
will  be  attached,  and  shall,  thereupon,  become  the  diocesan 
thereof;  and  the  assistant  bishop,  if  there  be  one,  may  elect 
the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached;  and,  if  it  be  not  the  one 
elected  by  the  bishop,  he  shall  be  the  diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  a diocese  into  two  dioceses  shall 
be  ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  two  dio- 
ceses shall  be  subject  to  the  constitution  and  canons  of  the 
diocese  so  divided,  except  as  local  circumstances  prevent,  un- 
til the  same  may  be  altered  in  either  diocese  by  the  Convention 
thereof.  And  whenever  a diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two 
or  more  existing  dioceses,  the  new  diocese  shall  be  subject  to 
the  constitution  and  canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing 
dioceses  to  which  the  greater  number  of  clergymen  shall  have 
belonged,  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  diocese,  until  the 
same  may  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  diocese. 

Strike  out  the  word  “States”  wherever  it  occurs  in  the  first 
and  second  articles,  except  where  it  follows  the  word  “United,” 
in  the  first  part  of  the  first  article,  and  insert  in  lieu  of  the 
word  “States”  the  word  “ Dioceses.”  Strike  out  the  word 
“States”  whenever  it  occurs  in  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
articles,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “Diocese.” 

Strike  out  the  words  “or  District”  in  the  fourth  article. 

Strike  out  the  word  “State”  in  the  sixth  article,  and  insert 
the  word  “Diocese.” 

Strike  out  the  word  “States,”  in  the  eighth  article,  and  in- 
sert the  word  “Diocese;”  and  in  the  eighth  article  strike,  out 
the  words  “or  State”  after  the  words  “every  Diocese.” 

Strike  out  the  word  “States”  in  the  ninth  article,  and  insert 
the  word  “Dioceses.”  Strike  out  the  word  “ State”  in  the 
ninth  article,  and  insert  the  word  “Diocesan.” 


Proposed  Amend, merit  to  the  Table  of  Moveable  Feasts. 
Resolved , That  it  be  made  known  to  the  Convention  of 
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every  diocese,  that  it  is  proposed  to  add  to  the  note  on  the 
Table  of  Moveable  Feasts,  according  to  the  several  days  that 
Easter  can  possibly  fall  upon,  the  words  “ unless  the  Table 
gives  some  day  in  the  month  of  March  for  it — for  in  that  case 
the  day  given  by  the  Table  is  the  right  day.” 

Done  in  General  Convention,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
August,  1835.
